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Legal Bingo OK Seen 


Predicts House Approval 


A bill to legalize bingo in Illinois was 


approved Tuesday, 17-8, by the House Ex- 
ecutive Committee, 


Wilbur Burde of Bensenville, a strong 


backer of the bill, said it appeared the 
House will approve it when members vote 
on the measure in two weeks. 


"It looks like we're in," said Burde, who 


traveled to Springfield to attend the com- 
mittee hearings. 


The bill, sponsored by John Fary, 


D-Chicago, would exempt bingo from the 
gambling provisions of the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code. 


It proposes that a $100 annual license 


fee be paid for the conducting of bingo, 
lotto, or raffles by nonprofit educational, 
fraternal, religious, labor or charitable or- 
ganizations. Only organizations in exis- 
tence for five years would qualify for li- 
censes. 


OF THE NET income of the games, 10 


per cent would go to the state mental 
health or common school funds. About $6 
million would be raised in revenue, ac- 
cording to the bill's sponsor. 


Burde said that Arthur Simmons, 


R-Skokie, committee chairman, objected 
to the bill on the grounds that the state's 
constitution did not permit lotteries. 


Backers of the bill maintain bingo is not 


a lottery. However, lotto and raffles may 
be deleted from the bill, Burde said later. 


William Redmond, D-Bensenville, a 


member of the committee, voted in favor 
of the bill. 


David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, also a 


member of the committee, said he voted 
in favor of the bill with the understanding 
that lotto and raffles be taken out of it. He 
said the sponsor agreed to do this. 


Burde said some reference was made to 


the crime syndicate's interference with 
the games. He said a strong bingo admin- 
istration would lessen the chance of any 
syndicate influence. He added that the 
games could be operated under stringent 
regulations, similar to those of the horse 
racing and liquor commissions. 


"WE FEEL THE machinery has al- 


ready been established and that we should 
use it as a guide," Burde said. 


A former commander of the Bensenville 


Tioga VFW Post 2149, Burde said the Illi- 
nois Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
American Legion are in favor of the bill. 


Burde said he will again seek the sup- 


port of organizations throughout the state. 
He added that he will attempt to have the 
bill publicized as much as possible. 


Burde, also a Bensenville park commis- 


sioner, has been actively working for the 
legalization of bingo for about 1% years. 
He began by pooling his efforts with those 
of the Illinois Organization United for 
Charitable Enterprises and John Ham- 
ilton, its director. 


Study Sewage Job 


A "steering, coordinating and fact-find- 


ing committee" was appointed by the Du- 
Page County Mayors and Managers Con- 
ference. Wednesday to make a final rec- 
ommendation for the conference's stand 
on a county wide sewage system. 


Appointment of the committee con- 


cluded a prolonged discussion of the con- 
troversial project by conference members 
and officials from the DuPage County 
Courthouse. 


Attempting to answer questions from 


conference members were Paul Ronske, 
county chairman; John Morris, superin- 
tendent of public works; and Patrick 
Riedy, public works committee chairman. 


A conciliatory but demanding speech by 


Ronske, which opened the county's presen- 
tation Wednesday, drew more fire from 
members of the conference who continued 
to claim the countywide proposal is "full 
of bugs." 


Most vociferous on this subject was Itas- 


ca Village Pres. Wilbert Nottke, who later 
was appointed one of six members of the 
steering committee. 


CONFERENCE president Jack Downs 


mandated the committee to report back to 
the conference at large on May 3. 


It was suggested that officials from san- 


itary districts in DuPage County and 
members of the county's public works 
committee serve with the mayors-man- 
agers committee to pool information and 
opinion. 


The final recommendation, however, 


will be voted on by conference members 
only. 


Other committee members are Wayne 


Village Pres. Thomas Blatchford, Glen El- 
lyn administrator William Galligan, Elm- 
hurst manager Robert Palmer, Lisle Vil- 
lage Pres. Edward Gronke, and Lloyd 
Church of Downers Grove. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed legislation 


Wednesday morning which would permit 
DuPage County to hold a more than $100 
million bond issue referendum July 1 or 
later to help finance the countywide sew- 
age treatment system. 


BUT, DOWNS warned county officials 


Wednesday night that the conference 
would "need additional negotiating so 
there will be a meeting of the minds." 


He said it would be virtually impossible 


for the county to successfully pass a refer- 
endum without municipal support: 


Downs said, "This program can't win 


without the towns. There are problems 
which haven't been answered." 


Nottke charged, "The county board has 


not done its homework, not presented the 
facts, not sold the program. 


"I'm in favor of a countywide system, 


but we've got to iron out the bugs." 


Morris, sitting across the room from 


Nottke, nodded in agreement. "I think 
Nottke's right," Morris said. 


Morris has been leading proponent of 


the system and, as superintendent of pub- 
lic works, has supervised the acquisition 
of all planning, financial and engineering 
reports. 


NOT AGREEING with Nottke and Mor- 


ris was John Townsend, of Consoer-Towns- 
end Associates, planning experts who 
worked on engineering for the proposed 
project. 


It is the Consoer-Townsend engineering 


plan which has come under greatest at- 
tack from conference members. 


Planning for the countywide sewage sys- 


tem has been under way actively since 
1959.

Road Plans 
To Be Topic 


The relocation of Irving Park Road 


(Route 19) west of Route 83 through Du- 
Page, Cook and Kane counties will be dis- 
cussed Monday by Northwest suburban of- 
ficials and the state highway department. 


The meeting will be held in the Elgin 


district office at 9 a.m., according to a 
letter from Sigmund C. Ziejewski, district 
engineer. 


"The meeting has been arranged to dis- 


cuss the alternate locations for the subject 
improvement which our consulting engi- 
neer studies have revealed to be the most 
feasible," the letter states. 


Officials from the communities along Ir- 


ving Park Road are expected to attend. 
They will be given the opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions about the possible re- 
location routes. 


ACCORDING TO Ziejewski, approxi-' 


mately one month after the Monday meet- 
ing, the highway department will hold a 
public hearing so residents who will be 
affected by the alternate locations under 
consideration can give their views. 


The relocation and improvement of Ir- 


ving Park, dubbed the Elgin-O'Hare ex- 
pressway, will involve the Chicago high- 
way district office for that portion east of 
Route 83. 


For the past yeart the state has been 


investigating several alternate alignments 
for the relocation of the highway. 


Routes being considered lie within a 


two-mile corridor bounded on the north by 
the existing highway and Wise Road and 
on the south by the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad and U.S. Rt. 
20. 


Last year initial meetings were held 


with village officials. Principal objectors 
to plans presented during the study were 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert O. Atcher and 
Streamwood Pres. Nick Kosan. 


Bargain for New Forest Preserve 


About 900 acres are slated for forest 


preserve land in Bloomingdale Township 
by the DuPage County Forest Preserve 
Commission. 


Letters of negotiation are being sent out 


by the commission for 500 acres valued at 
$2 million. The site would be roughly 
bounded by Illinois Central Railroad 
tracks on the south, Swift Road on the 
east and Glen Ellyn Road on the west. 


From just south of Army Trail Road, it 


may extend along the east branch of the 
DuPage River to about 1,500 feet north of 
North Avenue. 


Another 400 acres of Mallard Lake For- 


est Preserve is under condemnation pro- 
ceedings that would bring the total pre- 
serve to nearly 1,000 acres. 


Mallard Lake, west of Bloomingdale, 


would have its 25-acre lake deepened and 
expanded to about 100 acres. 


THE NEWEST SITE, south of Bloom- 


ingdale and north of Glendale Heights, 
would be one of the largest single tracts of 
preserve land in the county, according to 
Pat Savaiano, supervisor from Bloom- 
ingdale Township. 


He is also chairman of the land acquisi- 


tion committee of the forest preserve com- 
mission. 


First and second offers will be made to 


landowners, he said, before condemnation 
proceedings will begin. 


Federal matching funds could be ap- 


plied for following this procedure, he said. 


The land could be in the hands of the 


commission by the end of this year. 


The land acquisition would help curb 


school tax rates in the area because it 
could not be developed residential, accord- 
ing to Savaiano. 


The master plan developed five years 


ago by the commission's director, H. C. 
Johnson, and the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission, lists the site as a 
priority item. 


THE SITE WOULD have a large water 


reservoir to act as a retention basin and 
control flooding in the area, Savaiano 
said. 


Most of the proposed preserve lies north 


of the railroad tracks but about 150 poten- 
tial acres along the river are south of the 
tracks. 


The entire site could be as large as 519 


acres and as small as 460 acres, Savaiano 
added. 


"We try to get forest preserves for the 


people at the most economical price, at 
the same time allowing orderly devel- 
opment and preventing massive housing 
projects." 


He estimated at least 6,000 persons 


could live on the land slated for the forest 
preserve. 


"We don't want to buy land south of the 


tracks except along the river because of 
the planned development of Glendale 
Heights," he said. 


THE SITE WILL be paid for with part 


of the $5.8 million in land acquisition 
bonds sold by the commission recently. 


It is included in Phase 2 which slates 


about 3,200 acres in the county for acquisi- 
tion. When completed the total forest pre- 
serve acreage would be over 6,000. 


About 21 parcels are presently owned by 


potential developers who might be hard to 
bargain with, Savaiano said. 


"We must buy now as the cost of land is 


skyrocketing," he added.

Finds Bomb in Car 


Proposed Forest Preserve 


A time bomb was discovered in the back 


seat of a Roselle man's car Wednesday 
night. 


The bomb was described by U. S. Army 


bomb experts as "extremely dangerous 
and capable of seriously injuring or killing 
a person." 


It was made from a bottle filled with 


gasoline and equipped with a seven inch 
pipe filled with black gunpowder that 
would have been set off with an electronic 
timing device, according to Roselle Police 
Chief Lester Sola. 


The police with the help of the fire de- 


partment disconnected the bomb's wiring. 


Army bomb experts were called from 


Fort Sheridan, north of Chicago, to com- 
pletely disarm it at the police station lat- 
er. 


SOLA SAID WILLIAM Stanke, 19, of 


West Walnut Street, Roselle. came out of 
his girlfriend's home on East Ardmore 
Street and noticed something ir, the back 
seat of his car. 


He threw the bomb on his girlfriend's 


lawn and went to the police station where 
a meeting was in progress. 


Police arrived and threw a mattress 


over the bomb. 


With the use of firemen's hook poles, 


wires were disconnected. 


The bomb has been sent to the crime 


lab at Joliet for investigation and finger- 
printing. 


"We'll get whoever did this," Sola said. 
"It is the first actual time bomb that 


I've heard of here."

;md library aids, cutting the purchases of 
new equipment by three-fourths; offering 
no classes with an enrollment of less than 
.!i> students, reducing audio-visual ex- 
penditures, reducing commencement ex- 
penditures, and having students pay for 
their own diplomas.

effect on the school's accreditation, he 
said 


" West said that since many of the budget 
reductions were based on a reduction in 
staff, the curtailments are "going to have 
a lot of effect on the program next year." 


This, he said, would put a greater load 


on teachers With the anticipated 100 to 
150 more students next year requiring five 
or six additional teachers, coupled with 
the fact that no new teaching positions 
were added this year, the teaching staff 
would be short eight teachers without the 
cuts. 


West said the North Central Association 


also would not approve a teaching load of 
32 students in five sections. 


ZUCKERMAN stressed that items on 


the curtailments were "targets" — "it's 
one thing to say we're going to cut every 
activity SO per cent, but it's another thing 
to do it." He said that the cuts would av- 
erage out and would "cover the whole 
area of the programs without showing fa- 
voritism." 


Zuckerman added that the cuts were 


suggested "in the best interest of the total 
program and the community. Unless the 
public feels bona fide changes, they'll nev- 
er pass a referendum. 


"The people are going to get what they 


pay for." 


West added that "no one is happy to see 


us lose the programs we worked so hard 
to get." 


As far as the athletic program next year 


is concerned, West said, "We want to stay 
in the Tri-County Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference." The school has some contracts 
and dates for next year to fulfill, he said. 


As a "student activity," athletics would 


be totally eliminated in the "phase two" 
curtailments for the 1970-71 school year. 


The curtailments list will go to the fi- 


nance committee and the board for fur- 
ther consideration before approval.

would leave the payroll if there isn't any 
work for them. 


Since the firm is committed to building 


the project at almost any reasonable cost, 
Bloomingdale should take special note to 
apply the brakes and make sure what is 
going to be built. 


Developments the size of this don't 


come knocking on opportunity's door ev- 
ery day. Taking advantage of the situation 
within reason and getting what is most 
beneficial for the village is the first re- 
sponsibility. 


SOME OF Hoffman's promises and 


deals warrant careful inspection and sec- 
ond and third looks. 


What sounds like a gift may actually be 


a burden later when the project is built. 


The old cliche of never looking a gift 


horse in the mouth is sad advice, the Tro- 
jan horse is a classic example. 


This is not meant to suggest that the 


Hoffman company is not sincere, but, as 
in any business arrangement, each party 
tries to get what is best for him.

considers curtailments, certain plans for 
improvement of school facilities 
must 


move ahead, said Kenneth Carroll, busi- 
ness manager, at Tuesday's board meet- 
ing. 


The board approved three Improvement 


projects. The first of these is a $14,238 
contract awarded to J. C. Blacktop Co. to 
install a drainage system near the drive- 
way of the school. 


At present, there is no drainage in the 


area and water builds up on the driveway, 
corroding the blacktop. Work on the drain- 
age system is expected to be completed 
sometime this summer. 


A second contract was awarded to the 


Monarch Asphalt Co. for the installation of 
four new tennis courts and the resurfacing 
of four existing courts. The project will 
cost $26,930. According to Carroll, these 
courts are "the best in the area." 


THE BOARD ALSO voted to purchase 


equipment for the stenographers' labora- 
tory. This equipment will allow a teacher 
to record up to four different speeds of the 
same dictation. Through the use of ear- 
phones, as many as 30 students can use 
the equipment according to their own 
needs and abilities. 


Carroll emphasized that the project does 


not involve the purchase of new furniture. 
The equipment is installed right into the 
present desks. The steno machines are to 
be purchased from Don Hall Co. at a cost 
Of $2,195. 


The board decided to hold a little 


Theatre project in abeyance until it is de- 
termined whether the drama department 
will be affected by future curtailments. 


"It seems ironic" that the board is con- 


sidering drama curtailments at the same 
time that the Fenton players are pre- 
paring to go downstate with their award- 
winning production of "The Romancers," 
said board member James DiOrio. 


He said he doubted that even the fine 


accomplishments of the drama depart- 
ment could save it from feeling the effects 
of curtailment. He added that the achieve- 
ments of the Fenton players "only adds 
vinegar to the open wound of what we 
have to do."

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Grass Calls Plague Roselle Firemen 


Roselle's fire department is handling 


four to six grass fire calls daily this week, 
according to Robert Lagerhausen, 
fire 


chief. 


"When my men are out fighting so 


many grass fires," he said, "it takes 
away from the force available for house 
fire and mhaiator calls." 


Saturday started the worst season for 


grass fires, he said. 


"PEOPLE SHOULD NOT start fires 


near grass or weed areas until the plants 
turn green or we get some rain," he 
added. 


Burning in wired containers, which is 


the best way, he said, still can be dan- 
gerous if not watched. 


Nearly all grass fires occur in the after- 


noon and early evening, he said, and can 
be traced to carelessness by some resi- 
dent. 


"It is very rare that a fire starts at 


midnight," he said. 


"Even night fires, like some day fires, 


are caused by something like a cigerette 
tossed from a passing car." 


He said some grass fires can spread fas- 


ter than the department's grass fighter 
pick-up truck can travel. 


"BEFORE YOU KNOW it, a small 


flame can spread across a dry grass field 
in seconds," he said. 


"Homes and lives could be lost through 


such thoughtlessness." 


Hours Daily 9 to 9 
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State Rep. William A. Redmond, (D- 


Bensenville) has endorsed a proposal of 
the Democratic Study Group in the Illinois 
legislature to create a state board of edu- 
cation. 


The legislation, which is co-sponsored by 


Redmond, empowers the governor to ap- 
point a nine-member board of education. 
Redmond said, "Passage of this legisla- 
tion will help remove politics from the 
state's supervision of education in Illi- 
nois." 


The proposal provides for the board to 


make a thorough, comprehensive and con- 
tinuing study of all phases of common 
school education and make recommenda- 
tions to the governor and the General As- 
sembly on legislation and other school 
needs 


IT ALSO EMPOWERS the board to for- 


mulate and recommend public school pol- 
icies to State Supt. Ray Page and school 
district officers. 


"Illinois and Wisconsin are the only two 


states in the union which do not have a 
state board of education, while 31 states 
have state boards of education appointed 


by the governor," Redmond reported. 


Members of the board would be chosen 


from different parts of the state. The leg- 
islation provides that a majority of the 
board "shall not be residents of any one 
county," members shall not be paid public 
servants nor should they be actively en- 
gaged in education as a profession. 


The first board members would serve 


two, 
four and sue years, and thereafter 


members would be appointed for six 
years. 


"Actually," Redmond said, "the state 


superintendent of public instruction should 
be appointed by the state board of educa- 
tion, as he is in 24 other states. 


"In five other states, the state superin- 


tendent is appointed by the governor, and 
in only 21 states, including Illinois, is the 
superintendent still elected. 


"To make the office appointive, how- 


ever, would require a change in the pre- 
sent Constitution and is a subject for the 
forthcoming Constitutional Convention."

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Pharmacists Help to Lid Illegal Drug Trade 


by JUDY MORRIS 


Police and pharmacists are cooperating 


in DuPage County to put a lid on a grow- 
ing illegal drug trade. It was decided at a 
recent meeting of the DuPagc Phar- 
maceutical Association to reaffirm that 
organization's support of police in the ap- 
prehension of drug abusers 


Downers Grove Police Sgt. John Ful- 


K.iro said of the pharmacists, "They have 
a lot to offer us in the way of informa- 
tion " It is in this capacity as medical 
advisors that the pharmacists hope to aid 
the police in drug control 


Such a marriage of legal and medical 


drug experts can have a big effect on Du- 
fdRi1 County's drug problem, according to 
C.irl G Chatfield. president of the DuPage 
Pharmaceutical Association. 


OHATFIELO SAID a pharmacist has no 


way of knowing whether a person is a re- 
peated drug user since each drug store 
will only prescribe a limited amount of 
any given drug. 


But. Chatfield explained, that same per- 


son may be buying the drug from many 
drugstores in the area 


Chatfield cited an example of how phar- 


macists can aid police In comparing the 


records of several pharmacies, police 
recently discovered a man who was pur- 
chasing large amounts of a dangerous 
drug. 


The next time the man purchased this 


drug, pharmacists alerted the police who 
were then able to make an arrest on a 
charge of possession of a dangerous drug. 


Police are concerned with more than 


just making arrests, however. 


The Downers Grove Police Department 


is presently involved in an educational 
program which gives the facts about nar- 
cotics to schools, churches, and civic 
groups. 


Fulgaro feels that such an in-depth 


study of the dangers of certain drugs is 
necessary to a community's understanding 
of the narcotics problem. 


PHARMACISTS also are concerned with 


public education on the subject of drugs. 
Chatfield said many pharmacists in the 
association also give lectures to various 
groups. 


Sgt. Fulgaro summed up the importance 


of cooperation between pharmacists and 
police by saying, "With both of us working 
together, we can accomplish a little bit 
more."

Accused Burglar Sent To Grand Jury 


Philip Magurno, 24, of Melrose Park, 


Wednesday was bound over to a DuPage 
County Grand Jury on charges of burglary 
brought by Bensenville police. 


He was still in custody in DuPage Coun- 


ty jail in lieu of $5,000 bond. 


In an unusual preliminary hearing in 


DuPage County Circuit Court, Chief Mag- 
istrate James Fitzgerald assured Magurno 
that "the court will protect the rights of 
the defendant in this hearing." 


Magurno's attorney that morning had 


withdrawn from the case, for reasons of 
conflicting business in Chicago. 


"Pay attention to the testimony," Fitz- 


gerald admonished Magurno during the 
hearing "I assured him (the attorney) 1 
would protect your interests." 


MAGURNO WAS permitted to cross-ex- 


amine witnesses, and, at one point, Fitzge- 
rald interceded in Magurno's behalf and 
conducted a cross-examination. 


Appearing as witnesses were Officer 


James Bock of the Bensenville Police De- 
partment, burglary victim Conley Lee 
Daniels, 142 N. Hamilton St., Bensenville, 
and a neighbor who identified Magurno in 
the courtroom Wednesday as a man she 
saw enter Daniels' apartment 


Bensenville Police Lt. Arthur Garcia 


and Bock arrested Magurno at the Daniels 
address Feb. 28. He allegedly was in pos- 
session of a pair of channel-lock pliers 
which were said to match markings on the 
doorknob at 142 N Hamilton St 


Fitzgerald, however, dismissed a second 


charge against Magurno of possession of 
burglary tools. 


THE NEIGHBOR who testified in the 


hearing Wednesday said she saw a man 
answering 
Magurno's 
description 
ap- 


proach the porch of the Daniels' resi- 


dence, ring the bell, open the storm door, 
knock on the door, and eventually enter 
the apartment. Her identity is being with- 
held to protect her from possible harass- 
ment. 


She notified police immediately, and 


Garcia and Bock were at the scene when 


Magurno allegedly emerged from the 
apartment. Bock and Daniels both testi- 
fied the apartment had been ransacked, 
and Daniels said $50 or $60, mostly in sil- 
ver half dollars, was missing. 


Bock testified from the stand, however, 


that no checkbooks were found on Ma- 


gurno, though Daniels had said earlier 
that some were missing from his apart- 
ment. 


Police have reported that the incident 


may be linked with apartment burglaries 
in Northlake and Elmhurst.

A resolution opposing a countywide sew- 


system was approved unanimously Tues- 
day by the Itasca Village Board

April 29 "is not apparently a thought-out 
plan supported by the municipalities."

The concluding text of the resolution 


urged the board of supervisors "to engage 
the services of engineers to prepare an in- 
depth feasibility report, exploring in one 
document all alternative solutions to the 
water pollution and conservation prob- 
lem.

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Dist. 59 Seeking Funds To Pay Ombudsman 


Residents of School Dist. 59 may soon 


have a friend to tell their troubles to, a 
friend paid by the taxpayers to listen to 
their problems and pass them on, 


In the strictest sense of the word, an 


"ombudsman" is a friend in court, and 
the court at 2123 S. Arlington Heights 
Road, operated by School Dist. 59, is 
thinking about getting such a friend on its 
staff. 


But the expenditure of money for a 


friendly ear to the public and a friendly 
mouth for the school district i« a tricky 
one to justify, especially with resident ire 
raised on deficit spending policy, "belt 
tightening" and a possible tax rate in- 
crease. 


Thf< district administration estimates 


the price of an ombudsman and his staff 
would be about $23,000, and as with a vari- 
ety if other Dist. 59 projects, monetary 
gifts are being sought. 


A TTHE MOMENT, the district is 


knocking on the door of the New York Life 
Foundation, which is giving it some 
serious thought, according to Dr. Donald 
Thomas, district superintendent. A deci- 
sion on the grant is expected on April 15. 


But in the meantime, several board of 


education members are wary of the idea. 


The subject had been discussed before, 


and the administration, believing the 
board was basically in favor of the idea, 
submitted a request for the grant. 


Al Domanico, the newest board mem- 


ber, said he was "surprised" that those 
steps had been taken, but Board Pres. 
Gene Artemenko took exception. 


Dr. Allen Sparks, another board mem- 


ber, said he had requested that the matter 
be deferred for additional study. 


With the board of education not so sure 


it really wants to create the "office of om- 
budsman," Thomas began to explain what 
was involved. 


FIRST, THE GRANT would be a one- 


year funding of $23,000 for an ombudsman 
and staff. Several other districts have 
such people working for them, he said, 
and State Rep. Eugenia Chapman has in- 
troduced a bill in the General Assembly to 
allow districts with more than 10,000 en- 
rollment to hire ombudsmen out of tax 
money. 


"There are a lot of people, especially 


the less affluent, who are afraid of all the 
red tape in school districts. With an om- 
budsman, they would have a friend in the 


central 
administration," 
Thomas con- 


tended. 


He added that the ombudsman would re- 


port directly to the board of education, not 
the district superintendent. 


What would be do? 
Thomas said that in cases vhere par- 


ents had complaints about the district, the 
ombudsman would be able to conduct "an 
honest investigation." It was his opinion 
that the administration couldn't neces- 
sarily be trusted to be as honest as an 
ombudsman. 


BOARD MEMBER Richard Hess won- 


dered about that. "What real advantage 
would it be? Citizens can come directly tp 
the board if they want." 


But Thomas responded by contending 


that some people, especially the "less arti- 
culate" would find it difficult to stand up 
at a board meeting and complain about 
something, and therefore be reluctant to 
do so. 


It was the superintendent's belief that 


the "public has a right to have a friend in 
the district." He endorsed the idea. 


Domanico wasn't convinced about om- 


budsmen, though, citing the failure of a 
University of Chicago "friend" to deal 


with problems there. 


The grant would become effective in 


September, and if the foundation approves 
the grant, it is apparent that the board 
will find it difficult to reject a free offer. 


But some were concerned about the fu- 


ture of the ombudsman, in the district af- 
ter the one-year funding runs out. 


DOMANICO mentioned "our campaign 


to increase communications." He ob- 
served, "I don't like the idea of creating a 
buffer zone instead." 


Sparks wanted to see more studys into 


the proposal before it was submitted to 
the foundation. He was interested in the 
functions of the office, and how to select a 
person to fill the job. 


"It could be a flop or a real success," 


he said, "but it was considered awfully 
fast. The board should set up the mecha- 
nism to handle it if they want it." 


There was some talk about deferring the 


matter until early May for the new board 
to decide, but in the end, no brakes were 
applied to the administration drive to get 
the money from New York. 


Yesterday, Thomas said that a potential 


ombudsman should be well acquainted 
with school law and child development, 


and know how to snip through the red 
tape of school districts. But there was no 
mention of how sharp the ombudsman's 


scissors should be, or why the district it- 
self hasn't been hacking away at its ad- 
mitted bureaucracy.

Now this 
hair style is worn by a man who is saying, 
"I don't want to wear what everyone else 
is wearing," Paske thinks. 


The so-called beauty shops for men, 


which have been known to charge as 
much as $100 a visit, are limited to city 
shops. Paske fiids them almost nonexis- 
tent in the suburbs. 


ALTHOUGH HE HAS studied this type 


of hairstyling, lie has no interest in going 
into it. "My type of barber shop will al- 
ways be around, but the other kind might 
not," Paske said. 


The hair stylist is talented, however. 


"It's just as much of an art as anything 
else," because "straightening curly hair 
requires talent," 


Perhaps the biggest problem a barber 


can face is communicating with his cus- 
tomer. "You have to tell the barber what 
you want. The customer is always afraid 
you will cut off too much hair, or do 
something else he doesn't want." 


Mike Hindes of Neumann's Barber Shop 


in Arlington Heights also finds that the 
fancier styles are all in Chicago. "The 
Hyatt House and the Bismarck Hotel go in 
for the more modern styles," he said. "It 
just hasn't caught on here." 


Neumann's does use the razor cut, im- 


ported from Europe, which thins out the 
hair. The old-fashioned barber's shave is 
fast becoming a thing of the past, at least 
at Neumann's. 


Neumann's does have a stylist who 


comes in on Saturday. He is expensive, 
charging $6.25. "He gives a shampoo," 
Hindes points out. Without one, you can 
get his services for $4.75.

hair blower. That's "what really does the 
trick," Hindes revealed. "It can make 
hair look very good." 


Hindes said the long-hair fashion has 


hurt business "some, but not seriously." 
Although still pretty much "in" with the 
younger kids, he believes the style is not 
as popular as it was. 


Bill Webb, owner of Bill's Barber Shop 


in Rolling Meadows, believes the suburban 
barber is superior to his big-city counter- 
part. "In Chicago, you have Irish, Polish, 
and other ethnic neighborhoods, and the 
barbers are accustomed to giving only one 
type of haircut," he theorized. For in- 
stance, almost all his customers will take 
close sideburns. 


However, the suburban barber has "dif- 


ferent kinds of people with different kinds 
of haircuts." Webb said many Chicago 
barbers found "they couldn't cut all kinds 
of hair." 


The ^suburban customer can choose be- 


tween the Princeton, which is a little long- 
er than the ivy league, flattop, crewcut, 
and many others, Webb said. 


Webb believes the long-hair fad might 


hurt college suburbs like Evanston more 
than others. "Here, the kids are mostly 
younger and the mothers don't put up with 
that type of thing," he said. 


LONG HAIR isn't all that terrible, he 


said. How clean the hair is will be up to 
the individual. If he's a slob, he'll be one 
regardless of hair style. 


Young children, pre-teenagers, make up 


a large part of Webb's business and they 
present problems of their own. "They 
wiggle around a lot," Webb said. You 
have to "dance when they dance." Usual- 
ly a lollipop will keep them quiet. Young- 
sters, of course, can be scared when they 
come in for that first haircut and see the 
barber approach with scissors. 


Webb said it pays to be "extra gentle 


with them. I wear a colored coat, rather 
than the white one, and that seems, to 
help. We have screamers, but most oFthe 
time, they are no problem," he said. Still, 
if Webb does have too many difficult ones 
in a row, "they can get to you." 


Most suburban barbers agreed that shops 


in smaller communities are no longer the 
town gathering place they used to be. 
Maybe in really small towns or farming 
communities, but certainly not in the sub- 
urbs.

Pill Quackery RX 


A bill aimed at pill quackery has 


been introduced in Congress by Sen 
Philip A Hart It seems merited in 
view of some of the unethical prac- 
tices uncovered by national maga- 
zines, particularly among the "rain- 
bow pill" doctors who prescribe — 
then sell — numerous "weight re- 
duction" pills to obese patients. 


Operating in some areas of the 


country, but not, fortunately, the 
Northwest Suburbs, these doctors 
make an impressive profit 
from 


selling pills which may be hazard- 
ous to their wellbeing 


The Hart bill would prohibit doc- 


tors from dispensing drugs and de- 


vices except in emergencies, in one- 
shot doses, on an occasional basis or 
if no community pharmacy is lo- 
cated within 10 miles of his office. It 
would prohibit doctor ownership of 
pharmacies. 


Even where abuses do not exist, 


the possibility of conflict of interest 
presents itself where the doctor is 
also a merchant. 


Hart noted in introducing the bill, 


"Too often, as four volumes of hear- 
ings affirm, this not .only leads to 
the patient paying more, but some- 
times it results in more pre- 
scriptions than medically required. 
As hearings have spelled out, doc+or- 


merchants have several possibilities 
when they seek mercantile profits. 
Some buy into relatively small drug 
manufacturing or repackaging com- 
panies — with the intent of pre- 
scribing those certain brands. Oth- 
ers own pharmacies, hire a phar- 
macist and steer their patients to 
the store. Others establish phar- 
macies and rent them out to phar- 
macists on percentage leases, far 
out of line with normal business 
practices." 


Hart's bill would outlaw these 


abuses. It is based on a need dem- 
onstrated over several yers of infor- 
mation gathering by his Senate an- 
titnist and monopoly subcommittee.

quilizers, diet pills, barbituate and am- 
phetemmes. are the core of current dis- 
pute 


LSD. and its blood brother mescallne, 


are psychotogenic drugs, do "expand the 
mind' and, in the medical sense, can 
cause harm to chromosome structure and 
permanent psychoses The charm of acid 
has decreased recently, as even users are 
beginning to have second thoughts about 
its safety 


But marijuana is an entirely different 


story

It is not physically addictive, it does 


about as much harm to the body is an 
overdose of peanut butter, and It results In 
a sort of drunken euphoria. There is no 
evidence that if you use pot, you'll auto-

in fact it is less harmful than alcohol - in 
attempts to justify its use. 


BUT MARIJUANA isn't exactly the sav-

alcohol, pot is a crutch. It's an es- 


cape route, conveniently wrapped in pa- 
per, from all the troubles of coping with 
day-to-day problems. The need for an es- 
cape route, via pot or liquor, points to 
only one thing: personal weakness. That's 
not exactly an attribute. 


Pot is more potent than alcohol. One 


joint and you're flying. One drink and 
you're looking for the bartender. A glass 
of beer or a shot of whisky won't impair 
the coordination and clarity of thought 
needed to drive an automobile for ex- 
ample. True, 12 cans of suds or a fifth 
might put you down, but there's a control 
built into alcohol that can let the in- 
telligent drinker off the hook before he's 
out of it. 


Unless one had to smoke about 20 mari- 


juana cigarettes to get "drunk" on it, the 
narcotic is too strong to be used as in- 
discriminately as its advocates would like. 


THE "HIGH" fashioned from smoking 


the weed for "awareness, understanding 
and 
appreciation" by definition says 


something about the individual using it: 
he's a phony who can't be aware, can't 
understand, can't appreciate without float- 
ing away on a quasi-religious cloud. 


The same applies to liquor, and we have 


the same attitude toward the phonies who 
booze it up to see something that they 
couldn't 
otherwise imagine or 
com- 


prehend 


Hard drugs are linked to organized 


crime, an institution most don't care to 
support 
financially; 
the mind-blowing 


drugs aren't generally tied to the profes- 
sional criminals, but it seems clear the 
pushers aren't displaying overwhelming 
generosity when the going price is be- 
tween $5 and $15 for a few hours of flying 
fun 


No. we don't think the case for pot is so 


air tight that the drug should be legalized. 
It won't get into the realm of reason until 
the drug is cut in potency to match its 
liquid friend alcohol. But a lot of the 
charm of the grass cult will be gone then; 
and we wonder how glamorous "flying" 
will be 


AT THE SAME time, the mere mention 


of drug presence these days results in a 
certain amount of aroused feelings by lo- 
cal organizations and individual adults. 
They band together into a "drug abuse 
committee" bent on solving a problem the 
extent of which is really unknown. They 
hear local juvenile authorities and doc- 
tors, get pamphlets, and sometimes print 
their own. 


If their children are experimenting with 


it, there's nothing wrong with becoming 
honestly informed about drugs. Knowledge 


can dispel a lot of half-truths about pot, 
acid, pills and the hard drugs. 


But we'd also b'ke to see participation 


by youth, too, because they represent the 
so-called problem. All the knowledge in 
the world, all the discussion, all the 
pamphlets will be wasted until their feel- 
ings are known, understood and appre- 
ciated. 


ALL THE moralizing in the world won't 


solve the problems; all the programs in 
the world won't act as a magic wand and 
dispel this so-called "menace." Honest 
communication is the only answer, and 
that's something that still has to be done. 


For those who care, for those who want 


to get involved, for those who don't know 
all the faces, there is only one suggestion 
we can offer: don't be so busy planting 
flowers that you ignore cutting the grass.

Churches Face Hunger Issue

Five years ago, America's churches and 


synagogues won a notable victory in the 
field of social action. 


Through a nationwide interfaith effort, 


they mustered enough public pressure to 
induce Congress to pass the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, strongest antidiscrimination 
bill in U.S. history. 


They prevailed over formidable opposi- 


tion because (1) They were united; (2) 
They had a clear-cut moral issue; and (3) 
They had a concrete legislative objective. 


Religious leaders are now viewing a 


new opportunity for a joint social action 
crusade, which seems to contain the same 
three elements that led to success in 1964 


This time, the issue is hunger. 


A Senate investigating committee head- 


ed 
by 
Sen. 
George 
S. McGovern, 


D-S.D., 
has amassed evidence that mil- 


lions of Americans are seriously under- 
nourished. Large numbers of children are 
existing on diets so inadequate 
their 


minds as well as their 
bodies 
are 


hopelessly stunted 
before they 
reach 


school age. Lack of food is an everyday 
fact of life among Negroes in the rural 
South, poor whites in Appalachia, Spanish 
Americans and Indians in the Southwest, 
and migrant farm workers in all parts of 
the country. 


Men 
and 
women 
whose con- 


sciences have been formed by Judeo- 
Christian ethics may differ sincerely over 
the urban crisis or the war in Vietnam. 
But hunger is a clear-cut moral issue on 
which they can unite 


Both Judaism and Christianity teach 


that a hungry person has an overriding 
claim on the compassion of th« comfort- 
able. There is no greater sin against char- 
ity, in the eyes of either religion, than fail- 
ing to provide food for a fellow creature 
who suffers the unremitting torture of an 
empty belly. 


The need for a specific bill to rally be- 


hind may soon be met Sen. McGovern is 
drafting legislation to liberalize the exist- 
ing Food Stamp Act, which requires poor 
families to pay part of the cost of food 
stamps. 


The Senate committee's hearings have 


shown that many families are unable to 
pay the amounts charged for food stamps 
under a sliding scale of prices established 
by 
the 
Agriculture Dfpartment 
and 


geared to family income. 


Under McGovern's proposed amend- 


ments, food stamps would be made avail- 
able absolutely free to all families with 
incomes under $1,000 a year. About 7 mil- 
lion Americans fall into that poorest-of- 
the-poor category. 


The purchase price of food stamps for 


families with incomes over $1,000 a year 


would be lowered, so that no family would 
pay more than 17 per cent of its total in- 
come on food. 


Other provisions of the McGovern bill 


all for enlisting churches and other local 
citizens groups in an outreach effort to 
locate families which, because of igno- 
rance or isolation, do not know about the 
food stamp program or how to qualify for 
aid. 


Provision also would be made for free 


transportation of poor families to food 
stamp offices and to grocery stores. 


Constructive

candidates for village president, or may- 
or; as Dan Congreve prefers to call him- 
self, and the candidates for trustee, are 
putting forth no ideas for the constructive 
good of the village's future.

for sitting on their hands or writing in 
names of their choice. 


T H E PRESENT administration, of 


which village president candidate Robert 
Teichert is a member, seems content to 
let the center of Mount Prospect die a 
slow death without a forward look to the 
future. And at the same time the present 
restrictions on height of buildings may do 
the same for Sandhurst, which needs ex- 
pansion in the form of an office building 
(with sufficient height so as not to intrude 
too much on parking space) in order to 
compete with the huge shopping centers 
which are in the offing, and not too far 
from Mount Prospect. 


Are we going to let the single family- 


residential-only 
and business-be-damned 


policies — the restrictive thinking of the 
plan and zoning commission as fostered 
by the village government — strangle 
Mount Prospect forever and kill off the 
center of the village first and then Rand- 
hurst, just as the death knell was sounded 
for an imaginative plan to both preserve 
and enhance Old Orchard Country Club? 


Will there ever be a sit-down-and-do- 


some-constructive-thinking meeting which 
will end the squabble with the library 
board and stop this silly talk about the 
library closing its doors? 


Will the village government remain as a 


rubber stamp of the thinking of planning 
and zoning boards still clinging to the 
wording of a preamble for the Mount 
Prospect plan when land was abundant 
and cheap and no one had explored the 
advantages of height, even in an airplane?

down and explore the advantages and dis- 
advantages of annexing Prospect Heights 
to Mount Prospect before the residents of 
that fine area are shouldered with the 
multiplicity of governments which will cut 
the area into small pieces?

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Nixon Names Otepka To SACB 


WASHINGTON 'UPD - Otto F. Otepka. 


a controvenhl State Department official 
suspended from a security job by former 
Secretary of .State Dean Rusk, was named 
Wednesday bv President Nixon to a $36,- 
000 vacancy on the Subservice Activities 
Control Board (SACB). 


Otepka is the man for whom James M. 


Stewart of Palatine has raised $27,000 to 
pay for legal fees incurred over a five- 
year period 


Olepka, who formerly was chief of the 


division of evaluations at the State De- 
partment, was penalized by Rusk for pro- 
viding certain information to a Senate 
committee without department author- 
ization. 


THE PRESIDENT'S s e l e c t i o n of 


Otepka for membership on the SACB is 
subject to Senate confirmation. 


Otepka was named to a vacancy created 


by the death of a board member, Edward 


C. Sweeney. The appointment is for the 
remainder of Sweeney's term, ending Aug. 
9, 1970. 


Rusk ordered Otepka fired in 1963 but 


Otepka stayed on the payroll while ap- 
peals dragged on through the years. 


Rusk acted on charges that Otepka vio- 


lated a presidential order by giving con- 


fidential documents to the Senate internal 
security subcommittee. 


OTEPKA APPEALED the case first to 


a State Department hearing examiner and 
subsequently to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. The Civil Service Commission upheld 
Rusk's action in part by reprimanding 
Otepka but held that he should be de- 


moted to a nonsecurity job rather than 
fired. 


That was in December 1967. Otepka 


sought restoration to his previous $19,000 a 
year job when the Nixon administration 
took office but Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers ruled that his legal appeals had 
been exhausted.

The Third District of Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court was second of the suburban dis- 
tricts in the amount of fines collected dur- 
ing 1968.

Village. Hanover Park, Hoffman Estates, 
Mount Prospect. Sehaumburg and Stream- 
wood, the district took in a total $673,746 
in fines. 


The Fourth District, covering the west- 


ern suburbs, was topn in 1968 revenue with 
$776,830 collected in fines, 


Suburban communities have increased 


their income from court fines by over $1 
million during the last five years, a spe- 
cial revenue study of Circuit Court has 
revealed.

COMPLETED at the direction of Circuit 


Court Clerk Matthew J. Danaher, the 
study shows that the average increase in 
fines for each of the 123 suburban commu- 
nities was 52 per cent between 1964 and 
1968. 


The Third District showed a 76.5 per 


cent increase in revenues since 1964, and 
the Secon dDistrict, also covering the 
northwest suburbs, showed a 38.4 per cent 
increase. 


Revenues for 1968 totaled $673,746 in the 


Third District and $53'i,240 in the Second 
District. Revenues in the Third District 
were $547,439 in 1967 and $381,815 in 1964. 
Revenues in the Second District were 
$467,674 in 1967 and $388,304 in 1964. 


For local Third District communities, 


1968 total revenues were: Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, $68,544; Hanover Park, $27,090; Hoff- 
man Estates, $20,410; Mount Prospect, 


$35,240; Sehaumburg, $60,244, and Stream- 
wood, $15,421. 


Second District's local community 1968 


revenues were: Arlington Heights, $72,205; 
Buffalo Grove, $2,955; Inverness, $1,669; 
Palatine, $34,681; Rolling Meadows, $12,- 
300, and Wheeling, $19,553. 


THE SAME communities' 1967 revenue 


totals were: Elk Grove Village, $49,013; 
Hanover Park, $20,157; Hoffman Estates, 
$15,592; Mount Prospect, $23,607; Sehaum- 
burg, $45,835, Streamwood, $7,152. 


A r l i n g t o n Heights, $59,142; Buffalo 


Grove, $3,258; Inverness, $518; Palatine, 
$22,964; Rolling Meadows, $8,661; and 
Wheeling, $16,244. 


Danaher's revenue study shows that in 


1964 suburban communities received an 
average $16,394 a year from their courts.

"THEY WERE definitely worse last 


summer," Mitchell said. 


The district will start larviciding soon, 


he said. 


"If the weather holds, we'll be out next 


week." 


For fly-ins or other mosquitos hatched 


this summer, the district has allotted in a 
tentative 1969 budget $29,000 in chemicals 
for spraying. The budget can handle any 
mosquito situation, Mitchell assured. 


The district serves a 245 square-mile 


area from Elgin to Park Ridge and Devon 
Avenue to Lake-Cook County Line Road. 


Generally, from 14 to as many as 18 


pieces of foggin equipment are out at 
night, Mitchell said. This means an area 
gets sprayed about every four to five 
days, he said. 


THERE IS no definite timetable for fog- 


ging. But municipalities will be called in 
advance of trucks moving in if a phone 
number is provided, Mitchell said. 


This could prevent false alarms to fire 


departments when well-intentioned people 
mistake fog for smoke, a situation that 
has happened, he pointed out.

Further, the hearing impaired infant 


can be identified by the fact that he may 
be vjry silent and he may make greater 
use of his eyes and his sense of touch.. 


Specialists are unwilling to commit 


themselves to defining the difference be- 
tween "deaf" and "hard of hearing." 


DR. NOEL D. MATKIN, director of chil- 


dren's hearing clinics, and Dr. Patricia A. 
Scherer, supervisor of the Clinic for 
Educational Remediation, are part of 
N o r t h w e s t e r n University's program 
serving the needs of the hearing impaired. 


They agree that labels are often in- 


accurate and may handicap the perform- 
ance and growth of a child by expecting 
him to fit into one or another category. 
They, therefore, prefer the general term 
"hearing impairment" which can be indi- 
vidualized as periodic testing coupled with 
observation of the child's performance in- 
dicates the nature of his hearing abilities 
and deficits. 


THESE IMPAIRMENTS range 
from 


mild to moderate, severe and profound 
with one difference being the degree to 
which the child can rely upon his hearing 
as the primary source of communication. 


A further difficulty in attempting to pi- 


geonhole hearing impaired children is that 
in the words of a father "They are chil- 
dren first and then children with an im- 
pairment," and in that sense they are in- 
dividuals who react differently under sim- 
ilar conditions. 


Thus, the breakdown in the development 


of communication skills, is a unique expe- 
rience in the case of each child. 


ALL THE SAME, for the sake of a cor- 


rect understanding of the information pre- 
sented in this article, it is desirable to 
clarify the implication of the following 
terms 


"Hearing impaired" refers to children 


with any and all degrees of hearing loss. 
"Deaf" refers to children with severe to 
profound hearing loss. And "hard of hear- 
ing" refers to children with mild to mod- 
erate hearing loss. 


(Part II of this four-part series will deal 


with diagnosis of the hearing loss and 
some available educational programs.)

Seeing Europe, Family Style 
To Europe, with Children

one of the co-authors of "Hello Hostess" 
column on entertaining now is in Eu- 
rope with her husband, a Northern Illinois 
University professor on leave, and her two 
sons. She has written for Suburban Living 
a 12-part series on family travel in Eu- 
rope, which starts today and will appear 
in each Friday edition through June 6.) 


"I hate looking at paintings," declared 


our nine-year-old, fidgeting in front of a 
floor-to-ceiling Raphael. 


In the hushed galleries his words 


sounded sacrilegious. But children are un- 
pretentious. The great art collections of 
Europe had left him bored. 


His next words, "I like to draw though," 


helped to avoid future conflicts. While the 
boys sketched favorite museum models, 
we parents browsed leisurely. As a bonus, 
their drawing pads made nice mementoes 
of their trip abroad. 


Travel in Europe with children requires 


adaptations. But the rewards favor bring- 
ing them along, especially if they are over 
six and if you enjoy family togetherness. 
Their eyes double your impressions, their 
energies keep you going, their questions 
force you to learn or relearn history. 


CHILDREN ARE twice the fun and half 


the cost, most of the time. Travel fares 
and museum admissions are often half 
price for children under 12 or 14. Hotels 
make reductions for youngsters sharing 
the same room with parents. 


Your chief worries are over food, cloth- 


ing and shelter. After bungling through 


Europe for several months, we learned a 
few ways to approach these problems. 


Starting with the suitcase . . . pack 


three or four changes, very little summer 
wear and genuine wash and wear items. 
Tuck in extra socks for the child who 
leaves one under a hotel bed. (Buying 
boys' socks poses problems, as European 
patterns and sizes are often strange.) 


UNFORTUNATELY you can't ignore 


that bag of dirty clothes. Commercial 
laundries are slow and costly. Self-service 
laundries are there if you can find them. 
In German-speaking countries look for 
"selbstbedienungs waschanlage." Then 
try to translate operating directions for 
the machines! You'll do best sudsing in a 
hotel sink and hanging up on a braided 
clothesline which you should have brought 
along. 


Children and hotels seldom mix. So if 


your stay is one-week or longer, consider 
a furnished apartment. Short term rentals 
are often available in popular vacation 
spots. In England see an "estate agent" in 
the area you select. We found "James and 
Jacobs" on Jermyn Street helpful for lo- 
cating flats in London. 


USEFUL, TOO, are tourist bureaus. In 


popular mountain resorts, Swiss chalets 
called "ferienwohnung" are rented for 
short terms. 


Restaurant dining can be a shattering 


experience for the non-linquist. A phrase 
book becomes a second Bible. To avoid 
confusion, study the menu posted outside 
the restaurant and determine orders be- 
forehand. 


If a child can submerge his hamburger 


passions under a cloak of adventure, he'll 
survive on foreign foods. Cokes, though 
costly, are usually available. So are 
French fries, called "pommes frites" by 
the French and "chips" by the English. 


IN CASE OF illness, the natives help 


you find medical aid. In England the Na- 
tional Health Service pays hospital bills in 
case of emergency. Children receive free 
dental work there. It is helpful to know 
that those expert Swiss dentists are called 
"zahnarzts." 


One final word of advice. If you are 


bringing an only child, borrow a second 
one. It can be lonely in a foreign country 
with only one's parents around. But two 
can play games, swim at the beach to- 
gether and perhaps be trusted on indepen- 
dent errands, leaving the adults to con- 
template the wonders of Europe over a 
bottle of wine.

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'Float9 with Fear

NEW YORK (UPD—This day your 


heart flutters, palms sweat, legs wobble. 
A tight band seems to circle your cra- 
nium. 


If you've just come off a tennis court, 


it's understandable. 


But, strange thing. You're just sitting 


there thinking about income taxes, a leaky 
roof, a skid in junior's grades, worn 
slipcovers and other unpleasantries. 


Plainly, there's a short-circuit in your 


nervous system. 


At such a time, it's perfectly natural to 


panic, according to Dr. Claire Weekes, a 
Sydney, Australia, physician and author of 
"Hope and Help for Your Nerves" (Haw- 
thorn). 


"Perhaps the most damaging thing you 


can do is to try to "get hold of yourself," 
she said in an interview. She advises her 
patients to accept such symptoms and 
"float" with the panic. 


IT'S A "THIS, TOO, will pass" attitude. 
She uses this proverb to illustrate her 


point: 


"Trouble is a tunnel through which we 


pass and not a brick wall against which 
we must break our head." 


Dr. Weekes maintains that many people 


are tricked into a nervous breakdown. 


"A continuous state of fear, whatever 


the cause, gradually sensitizes the adrena- 
lin-releasing nerves to produce a set pat- 
tern of disturbing sensations," she said. 


"These are well known to doctors but so 


little known to people generally that when 
first experienced, they may bewilder and 
dupe their victims into becoming afraid of 
them." 


Asked to pinpoint the beginning of a ner- 


vous breakdown, she answered: 


"I WOULD SAY that it is at the mo- 


ment when the sufferer becomes afraid of 
the alarming, strange sensations produced 
by continuous fear and tension and so 
places himself, or herself, in the circle of 
fear-adrenalin fear." 


In response to growing fear, you see, 


more and more adrenalin is released and 
organs react with even more intense sen- 
sations. Fear builds on fear. The cycle 
continues until the sufferer becomes lost 
and confused. 


In her practice, the consulting physician 


to the Rachel Forster Hospital in Sydney 
has identified women so paralyzed by fear 
that they stay in the house to avoid nerve 
spells. 


She called this syndrome agora- 


phobia—fear of the marketplace. 


She estimated 300,000 American house- 


wives may have agoraphobia. 


Certain not to be on that list: The subur- 


ban mother who spends lots of time be- 
hind the wheel. 


Dr. Weekes agreed, these moms prob: 


ably have nothing more distressing than 
fear of traffic jams that cause them to 
lose time.

A Woman Needs to Know 


A Wall Street expert thinks that many 


women are needlessly intimidated by the 
financial world. The average woman — 
especially the mature woman — possesses 
more stock market know-how than she re- 
alizes, he adds. 


Philip Kimball, of the New York Stock 


Exchange Information Service, said a 
woman develops this knowledge as she 
"becomes expert in buying and selling 
hundreds of consumer products — when 
she develops her judgment in making ev- 
eryday decisions. She can lend this tech- 
nique, this discrimination, to investing and 
securities." 


Speaking before a group of hopeful fe- 


male investors in New York City, Kimball 
said that despite their fears, female par- 
ticipation in the stock market has grown 
until today they represent more than 53 
per cent of shareholders. He expects the 
figure to be higher next year. There are 
even 24 hundred women brokers, he re- 
ported. 


KIMBALL, WHO is also a stockbroker, 


said every woman owes it to herself and 
her family to learn the financial facts of 
life. In support of this belief, he pointed 
out that more and more women now sup- 
port themselves completely or partially, 


that the average wife now tends to outlive 
her husband by at least seven years, and 
that more than $5 billion of yearly life 
insurance benefits go to wives at some 
point in their lives. 


Women are especially sensitive to one 


investment incentive — the erosion of the 
purchasing power of the dollar, Kimball 
said, because they learn about inflation 
first hand by watching food costs rise. 


He added that for the past five years 


the loss in purchasing power of the dollar 
has been just under four per cent. If a 
woman has a bank account and receives 
five per cent on her money, most of that 
is lost due to inflation. And there's her 
income tax. The woman who thinks she is 
standing still financially, he said, may ac- 
tually be losing ground. 


KIMBALL'S suggestions to the neophyte 


investor included these: 


—Have an ample reserve for emer- 


gencies, such as life insurance and sav- 
ings account; 


—Decide on the investment objective 


that's right for you and your circum- 
stances; 


—Always investigate before investing; 
—Avoid tips; and 
—Seek reputable help.

Not 
only are world affairs "clarified" but one 
gets further insight into how the Commu- 
nist governments feel people should live in 
general. 
' 


Yet, 
short wave listening can be an ac- 


tive hobby for those engaged in it. Short 
wave listeners, or SWL's, log their recep- 
tions by date, time, station, frequency and 
quality of reception. The monitors keep a 
detailed account of portions of a specific 
program and, along with their log data, 
send it to the station. In return they re- 
ceive a QSL card, a verification of the 
transmission record from the station. 


SOME LISTENERS get goals to further 


their interest. One may be to receive, log 
and request verification from a station in 
each of the South American countries. An- 
other may aim for 100 stations scattered 
around the globe. 


Stations welcome such requests as it in- 


dicates the strength of their signal and its 
range. Most are very co-operative. How- 
ever, recently Radio Cairo was sending 
anti-Israeli propaganda and Arab-Israel 
war pamphlets instead of QSL cards. 


S e r i o u s enthusiasts purchase head- 


phones for their late night listening so as 
not to disturb the rest of the household. 
Because of changing time zones, broad- 
casts are often received at odd hours. An- 
other accessory might be a 24-hour clock 
for correct time reporting. 


RECEPTION DETAILS concerning io- 


nosphere density, strength of frequency 
bands and sunspots become 
somewhat 


complicated to the beginning listener. It is 
suggested that he contact an area short 
wave receiver manufacturer for charts 
and other information.

The 1968-69 season started for Fenton 


much like Frank Sinatra's little ditty with 
"High, apple pie in the sky hopes." 


Two weeks before the campaign ended, 


the refrain was more like: "So I'm down, 
and so I'm out, but so are many others."

contender next season," he said. 


"There's still a lot of progress to be 


made before we fit in that category," he 
went on to say, adding, "whether the size 
will help us, how well we maintain the 
proper spirit and how healthy we stay are 
all factors which coujd decide our fate 
when next January and February 
roll 


around." 


Steingraber is convinced that spirit was 


probably the team's most valuable asset 
in 68-69 and that it will be just as decisive 
in the future. "We had enough basic talent 
and enough spirit to stay in a lot of ball 
games where we were already written off. 
On occasion, I was even surprised myself 
at the ability of the kids to shake off both 
the lopsided losses and the narrow heart- 
breakers and come back to scramble hard 
again." 


HE CONTINUED: "I'd like to think of 


us acquiring this spirit as a trademark. 
Perhaps it's already a permanent fixture 
but we'll just have to wait to see." 


Only an intangible such as spirit could 


have kept any team going after winning 
only two of their first 13 bouts and drop- 
ping half a dozen contests by margins of 
five or less points. 


Hersey snapped back after a start like 


this, however, and won four straight near 
the conclusion of the season, including a 
triumph over third-ranked Forest View. 
And even after a thorough hammering by 
Fremd in their loop curtain closer de- 
prived the Huskies of a .500 league season, 
they rebounded once more to scare confer- 
ence title winning Wheeling in the opening 
round of regional play. 


ALL TOLD, HERSEY bowed out in 1969 


with a 7-14 slate. It wasn't the most im- 
pressive record around but certainly a 
powerful start for a three-year school con- 
taming not one single player with previous 
varsity experience.

That it did. The Lions offense was, at 


times, a big zero. Twice during the cam- 
paign, including the Wheeling game, the 
Lions were unable to score even 40 points 
in a game and four other times, they 
made it into the 40s but not any farther. 


"We just didn't have great scorers," the 


9oach said. "Dave Erfort was consistent 
all year but some of the others just never 
came around." 


ERFORT, THE team's leading scorer 


with a 15.0 average, earned himself a 
berth on the Chicagoland Prep League all 
star squad. He is the only player on the 10 
man team under six feet. 


Don Reismg ws the only other player 


Wasielewski could count on for con- 
sistency. The big forward averaged al- 
most 11 points a game and grabbed 261 
rebounds. 


Center Dave Kaskie, who Wasielewski 


will have returning next year, was the big 
rebounder on the team, grabbing 324 — 
about 50 more than anyone else in the 
area. But Kaskie was not a consistent 
scorer. He was blanked in the Wheeling 
contest. 


WASIELEWSKI feels there may have 


been a big difference i the team if 
Greg Doyle had been healthy all year. 


The senior forward may be the best 


jumper on the team, and the coach said 
he's got "as much heart as anyone I've 
seen." 


Doyle was plagued with injuries and ill- 


nesses all year. None were serious, but 
they were just nuisance enough to keep 
him on the bench long enough for him to 
lose his starting role. 


NONETHELESS, Doyle was the hero in 


the Arlington game, coming off the bench 
to score 17 points, his season's high. 


The Arlington game, Wasielewski said, 


was one of the Lions' two best perform- 
ances of the year. 


The Cardinals had finished second in the 


Mid-Suburban and disposed of Palatine in 
the regional opener without much trouble. 


But against the Lions, they were able to 


do very little while St. Viator came up 
with a sterling performance. 


WASIELEWSKl'S choice of the Uons' 


other best performance was the 74-53 win 
over Notre Dame of Niles. Following the 
loss to St. Viator, Notre Dame lost only 
one other game before the state tourney. 


Highpoint of the Notre Dame game was 


the return of Erfort to the team. The 
Lions' captain had missed the first two 
games because of an injury and against 
Notre Dame, he scored 22 points in lead- 
ing the rout. 


Two games later, Erfort again scored 22 


but in a losing effort to the team Wasie- 
lewski thinks was the best the Lions faced 
all year — Maine South. In that contest, 
St. Viator stayed in the game till the third 
peirod when the Hawks moved away for a 
74-58 triumph. 


THE LIONS' showing in the Chicago- 


land Prep League was neither impressive 


nor disgraceful. Their 7-7 mark was good 
for only sixth place in the nine team 
league, but two of the victories were 
against teams which finished higher in the 
standings. 


The Lions upset second place DeLaSalle 


44-43 and avenged an earlier loss to Ma- 
rian Catholic when the Spartans made the 
trip to the Lions' gym. 


But St. Patrick, St. Ignatius and St. Mel 


were too much for the locals, and the 
Lions' CPL season was just a bit short of 
what could have been. 


THAT UPSET win over DeLaSalle was 


not the best showing the Lions made all 
year, but it possibly did show the most 
promise for the future. High scorer in the 
game was junior Terry Cullen, with 15 
points. 


Cullen and Kaskie will be called upon to 


lead the Lions next year, with the balance 
of the team coming from players who 


spent most of the year on the bench. 


This year, Wasielewski had all but one 


of last year's first seven back. 


Next year, he'll have Cullen and Kaskie, 


but Erfort, Reising, Doyle and Jack Braw- 
ley will be gone. It could be a longer win- 
ter.

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Legal Bingo OK Seen 


Predicts House Approval 


A bill to legalize bingo in Illinois was 


approved Tuesday, 17-8, by the House Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


Wilbur Burde of Bensenville, a strong 


backer of the bill, said it appeared the 
House will approve it when members vote 
on the measure in two weeks. 


"It looks like we're in," said Burde, who 


traveled to Springfield to attend the com- 
mittee hearings. 


The bill, sponsored by John Fary, 


D-Chicago, would exempt bingo from the 
gambling provisions of the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code. 


It proposes that a $100 annual license 


fee be paid for the conducting of bingo, 
lotto, or raffles by nonprofit educational, 
fraternal, religious, labor or charitable or- 
ganizations. Only organizations in exis- 
tence for five years would qualify for li- 
censes. 


OF THE NET income of the games, 10 


per cent would go to the state mental 
health or common school funds. About $6 
million would be raised in revenue, ac- 
cording to the bill's sponsor. 


Burde 
said 
that 
Arthur Simmons, 


R-Skokie, committee chairman, objected 
to the bill on the grounds that the state's 
constitution did not permit lotteries. 


Backers of the bill maintain bingo is not 


a lottery. However, lotto and raffles may 
be deleted from the bill, Burde said later. 


William 
Redmond, 
D-Bensenville, 
a 


member of the committee, voted in favor 
of the bill. 


David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, also a 


member of the committee, said he voted 
in favor of the bill with the understanding 
that lotto and raffles be taken out of it. He 
said the sponsor agreed to do this. 


Burde said some reference was made to 


the crime syndicate's interference with 
the games. He said a strong bingo admin- 
istration would lessen the chance 6f any 
syndicate influence. He added that the 
games could be operated under stringent 
regulations, similar to those of the horse 
racing and liquor commissions. 


"WE FEEL THE machinery has al- 


ready been establislied and that we should 
use it as a guide," Burde said. 


A former commander of the Bensenville 


Tioga VFW Post 2149, Burde said the Illi- 
nois Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
American Legion are in favor of the bill. 


Burde said he will again seek the sup- 


port of organizations throughout the state. 
He added that he will attempt to have the 
bill publicized as much as possible. 


Burde, also a Bensenville park commis- 


sioner, has been actively working for the 
legalization of bingo for about 1% years. 
He began by pooling his efforts with those 
of the Illinois Organization United for 
Charitable Enterprises and John Ham- 
ilton, its director. 


Study Sewage Job 


A "steering, coordinating and fact-find- 


ing committee" was appointed by the Du- 
Page County Mayors and Managers Con- 
ference Wednesday to make a final rec- 
ommendation for the conference's stand 
on a countywide sewage system. 


Appointment of the committee con- 


cluded a prolonged discussion of the con- 
troversial project by conference members 
and officials from the DuPage County 
Courthouse. 


Attempting to answer questions from 


conference members were Paul Ronske, 
county chairman; John Morris, superin- 
tendent of public works; and Patrick 
Riedy, public works committee chairman. 


A conciliatory but demanding speech by 


Ronske, which opened the county's presen- 
tation Wednesday, drew more fire from 
members of the conference who continued 
to claim the countywide proposal is "full 
of bugs." 


Most vociferous on this subject was Itas- 


ca Village Pres. Wilbert Nottke, who later 
was appointed one of six members of the 
steering committee. 


CONFERENCE president Jack Downs 


mandated the committee to report back to 
the conference at large on May 3. 


It was suggested that officials from san- 


itary districts in DuPage County and 
members of the county's public works 
committee serve with the mayors-man- 
agers committee to pool information and 
opinion 


The final recommendation, however, 


will be voted on by conference members 
only. 


Other committee members are Wayne 


Village Pres. Thomas Blatchford, Glen El- 
lyn administrator William Galligan, Elm- 
hurst manager Robert Palmer, Lisle Vil- 
lage Pres. Edward Gronke, and Lloyd 
Church of Downers Grove. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed legislation 


Wednesday morning which would permit 
DuPage County to hold a more than $100 
million bond issue referendum July 1 or 
later to help finance the countywide sew- 
age treatment system. 


BUT, DOWNS warned county officials 


Wednesday night that 
the conference 


would "need additional negotiating so 
there will be a meeting of the minds." 


He said it would be virtually impossible 


for the county to successfully pass a refer- 
endum without municipal support. 


Downs said, "This program can't win 


without the towns. There are problems 
which haven't been answered." 


Nottke charged, "The county board has 


not done its homew4», not presented the 
facts, not sold the program. 


"I'm in favor of a countywide system, 


but we've got to iron out the bugs." 


Morris, sitting across the room from 


Nottke, nodded in agreement. "I think 
Nottke's right," Morris said. 


Morris has been leading proponent of 


the system and, as superintendent of pub- 
lic works, has supervised the acquisition 
of all planning, financial and engineering 
reports. 


NOT AGREEING with Nottke and Mor- 


ris was John Townsend, of Consoer-Towns- 
end Associates, planning experts who 
worked on engineering for the proposed 
project. 


It is the Consoer-Townsend engineering 


plan which has come under greatest at- 
tack from conference members. 


Planning for the countywide sewage sys- 


tem has been under way actively since 
1959.

Road Plans 
To Be Topic 


The relocation of Irving Park Road 


(Route 19) west of Route 83 through Du- 
Page, Cook and Kane counties will be dis- 
cussed Monday by Northwest suburban of- 
ficials and the state highway department. 


The meeting will be held in the Elgin 


district office at 9 a.m., according to a 
letter from Sigirund C. Ziejewski, district 
engineer. 


"The meeting has been arranged to dis- 


cuss the alternate locations for the subject 
improvement which our consulting engi- 
neer studies have revealed to be the most 
feasible," the letter states. 


Officials from the communities along Ir- 


ving Park Road are expected to attend. 
They will be given the opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions about the possible re- 
location routes. 


ACCORDING TO Ziejewski, approxi- 


mately one month after the Monday meet- 
ing, the highway department will hold a 
public hearing so residents who will be 
affected by the alternate locations under 
consideration can give their views. 


The relocation and improvement of Ir- 


ving Park, dubbed the Elgin-O'Hare ex- 
pressway, will involve the Chicago high- 
way district office for that portion east of 
Route 83. 


For the past year,, the state has been 


investigating several alternate alignments 
for the relocation of the highway. 


Routes being considered lie within a 


two-mile corridor bounded on the north by 
the existing highway and Wise Road and 
on the south by the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad and U.S Rt 
20. 


Last year initial meetings were held 


with village officials. Principal objectors 
to plans presented during the study were 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert 0. Atcher and 
Streamwood Pres. Nick Kosan. 


Bargain for New Forest Preserve 


About 900 acres are slated for forest 


preserve land in Bloomingdale Township 
by the DuPage County Forest Preserve 
Commission. 


Letters of negotiation are being sent out 


by the commission for 500 acres valued at 
$2 million. The site would be roughly 
bounded by Illinois Central Railroad 
tracks on the south, Swift Road on the 
east and Glen Ellyn Road on the west. 


From just south of Army Trail Road, it 


may extend along the east branch of the 
DuPage River to about 1,500 feet north of 
North Avenue. 


Another 400 acres of Mallard Lake For- 


est Preserve is under condemnation pro- 
ceedings that would bring the total pre- 
serve to nearly 1,000 acres. 


Mallard Lake, west of Bloomingdale, 


would have its 25-acre lake deepened and 
expanded to about 100 acres. 


THE NEWEST SITE, south of Bloom- 


ingdale and north of Glendale Heights, 
would be one of the largest single tracts of 
preserve land in the county, according to 
Pat Savaiano, supervisor from Bloom- 
ingdale Township. 


He is also chairman of the land acquisi- 


tion committee of the forest preserve com- 
mission. 


First and second offers will be made to 


landowners, he said, before condemnation 
proceedings will begin. 


Federal matching funds could be ap- 


plied for following this procedure, he said.

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Grass Calls Plague Roselle Firemen 


Roselle's fire department is handling 


four to six grass fire calls daily this week, 
according to Robert Lagerhausen, fire 
chief. 


"When my men are out fighting so 


many grass fires," he said, "it takes 
away from the force available for house 
fire and inhalator calls." 


Saturday started the worst season for 


grass fires, he said. 


"PEOPLE SHOULD NOT start fires 


near grass or weed areas until the plants 
turn green or we get some rain," he 
added. 


Burning in wired containers, which is 


the best way, he said, still can be dan- 
gerous if not watched. 


Nearly all grass fires occur in the after- 


noon and early evening, he said, and can 
be traced to carelessness by some resi- 
dent. 


"It is very rare that a fire starts at 


midnight," he said. 


"Even night fires, like some day fires,

Legal Bingo OK Seen 


Predicts House Approval 


A bill to legalize bingo in Illinois was 


approved Tuesday, 17-8, by the House Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


Wilbur Burde of Bensenville, a strong 


backer of the bill, said it appeared the 
House will approve it when members vote 
on the measure in two weeks. 


"It looks like we're in," said Burde, who 


traveled to Springfield to attend the com- 
mittee hearings. 


The bill, sponsored by John Fary, 


D-Chicago, would exempt bingo from the 
gambling provisions of the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code. 


It proposes that a $100 annual license 


fee be paid for the conducting of bingo, 
lotto, or raffles by nonprofit educational, 
fraternal, religious, labor or charitable or- 
ganizations. Only organizations in exis- 
tence for five years would qualify for li- 
censes. 


OF THE NET income of the games, 10 


per cent would go to the state mental 
health or common school funds. About $6 
million would be raised in revenue, ac- 
cording to the bill's sponsor. 


Burde said that Arthur Simmons, 


R-Skokie. committee chairman, objected 
to the bill on the grounds that the state's 
constitution did not permit lotteries. 


Backers of the bill maintain bingo is not 


a lottery. However, lotto and raffles may 
be deleted from the bill, Burde said later. 
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William 
Redmond, D-Bensenville, a 


member of the committee, voted in favor 
of the bill. 


David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, also a 


member of the committee, said he voted 
in favor of the bill with the understanding 
that lotto and raffles be taken out of it. He 
said the sponsor agreed to do this.

Bensenville) has endorsed a proposal of 
the Democratic Study Group in the Illinois 
legislature to create a state board of edu- 
cation 


The legislation, which is co-sponsored by 


Redmond, empowers the governor to ap- 
point a nine-member board of education. 
Redmond said, "Passage of this legisla- 
tion will help remove politics from the 
state's supervision of education in Illi- 
nois." 


The proposal provides for the board to 


make a thorough, comprehensive and con- 
tinuing study of all phases of common 
school education and make recommenda- 
tions to the governor and the General As- 
sembly on legislation and other school 
needs 


IT ALSO EMPOWERS the board to for- 


mulate and recommend public school pol- 
icies to State Supt. Ray Page and school 
district officers. 


"Illinois and Wisconsin are the only two 


states in the union which do not have a 
state board of education, while 31 states 
have state boards of education appointed 


by the governor," Redmond reported. 


Members of the board would be chosen 


from different parts of the state. The leg- 
islation provides that a majority of the 
board "shall not be residents of any one 
county," members shall not be paid public 
servants nor should they be actively en- 
gaged in education as a profession. 


The iirst board members would serve 


two, 
four and six years, and thereafter 


members would be appointed for six 
years. 


"Actually," Redmond said, "the state 


superintendent of public instruction should 
be appointed by the state board of educa- 
tion, as he is in 24 other states. 


"In five other states, the state superin- 


tendent is appointed by the governor, and 
in only 21 states, including Illinois, is the 
superintendent still elected. 


"To make the office appointive, how- 


ever, would require a change in the pre- 
sent Constitution and is a subject for the 
forthcoming Constitutional Convention."

per cent would go to the state mental 
health or common school funds.

by the governor," Redmond reported. 


Members of the board would be chosen 


from different parts of the state. The leg- 
islation provides that a majority of the 
board "shall not be residents of any one 
county," members shall not be paid public 
servants nor should they be actively en- 
gaged in education as a profession. 


The" first" board members would serve 


two, 
four and six years, and thereafter 


members would be appointed for six 
years. 


"Actually," Redmond said, "the state 


superintendent of public instruction should 
be appointed by the state board of educa- 
tion, as he is in 24 other states. 


"In five other states, the state superin- 


tendent is appointed by the governor, and 
in only 21 states, including Illinois, is the 
superintendent still elected. 


"To make the office appointive, how- 


ever, would require a change in the pre- 
sent Constitution and is a subject for the 
forthcoming Constitutional Convention." 
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Legal Bingo OK Seen 


Predicts House Approval 


A bill to legalize bingo in Illinois, was 


approved Tuesday, 17-8, by the House Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


Wilbur Burde of Bensenville, a strong 


backer of the bill, said it appeared the 
House will approve it when members vote 
on the measure in two weeks. 


"It looks like we're in," said Burde, who 


traveled to Springfield to attend the com- 
mittee hearings. 


The bill, sponsored by John Pary, 


D-Chicago, would exempt bingo from the 
gambling provisions of the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code. 


It proposes that a $100 annual license 


fee be paid for the conducting of bingo, 
lotto, or raffles by nonprofit educational, 
fraternal, religious, labor Or charitable or- 
ganizations. Only organizations in exis- 
tence for five years would qualify for li- 
censes. 


OF THE NET income of the games, 10 


per cent would go to the state mental 
health or common school funds. About $6 
million would be raised in revenue, ac- 
cording to the bill's sponsor. 


Burde 
said 
that 
Arthur Simmons, 


R-Skokie, committee chairman, objected 
to the bill on the grounds that the state's 
constitution did not permit lotteries. 


Backers of the bill maintain bingo is not 


a lottery. However, lotto and raffles may 
be deleted from the bill, Burde said later. 


William 
Redmond, D-Bensenville, 
a 


member of the committee, voted in favor 
of the bill. 


David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, also a 


member of the committee, said he voted 
in favor of the bill with the understanding 
that lotto and raffles be taken out of it. He 
said the sponsor agreed to do this. 


Burde said some reference was made to 


the crime syndicate's interference with 
the games. He said a strong bingo admin- 
istration would lessen the chance of any 
syndicate influence. He added that the 
games could be operated under stringent 
regulations, similar to those of the horse 
racing and liquor commissions. 


"WE FEEL THE machinery has al- 


ready been established and that we should 
use it as a guide," Burde said. 


A former commander of the Bensenville 


Tioga VPW Post 2149, Burde said the Illi- 
nois Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
American Legion are in favor of the bill. 


Burde said he will again seek the sup- 


port of organizations throughout the state. 
He added that he will attempt to have the 
bill publicized as much as possible. 


Burde, also a Bensenville park commis- 


sioner, has been actively working for the 
legalization of bingo for about 1% years. 
He began by pooling his efforts with those 
of the Illinois Organization United for 
Charitable Enterprises and John Ham- 
ilton, its director.

curricular activities and the elimination of 
educational field trips also might have an 
effect on the school's accreditation, he 
said. 


West said that since many of the budget 


reductions were based on a reduction in 
staff, the curtailments are "going to have 
a lot of effect on the program next year." 


This, he said, would put a greater load 


on teachers. With the anticipated 100 to 
150 more students next year requiring five 
or six additional teachers, coupled with 
the fact that no new teaching positions 
were added this year, the teaching staff 
would be short eight teachers without the 
cuts 


West said the North Central Association 


also would not approve a teaching load ot 
32 students in five sections. 


ZLCKERMAN stressed that items on 


the curtailments were "targets" — "it's 
one thing to say we're going to cut every 
activity 50 per cent, but it's another thing 
to do it." He said that the cuts would av- 
erage out and would "cover the whole 
area of the programs without showing fa- 
voritism." 


Zuckerman added that the cuts were 


suggested "in the best interest of the total 
program and the community. Unless the 
public feels bona fide changes, they'll nev- 
er pass a referendum. 


"The people are going to get what they 


pay for." 


West added that "no one is happy to see 


us lose the programs we worked so hard 
to get." 


As far as the athletic program next year 


is concerned, West said, "We want to stay 
in the Tri-County Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference," The school has some contracts 
and dates for next year to fulfill, he said. 


As a "student activity," athletics would 


be totally eliminated in the "phase two" 
curtailments for the 1970-71 school year. 


The curtailments list will go to the fi- 


nance committee and the board for fur- 
ther consideration before approval.

Bloomingdale should take special note to 
apply the brakes and make sure what is 
going to be built. 


Developments the size of this don't 


come knocking on opportunity's door ev- 
ery day. Taking advantage of the situation 
within reason and getting what is most 
beneficial for the village is the first re- 
sponsibility. 


SOME OF Hoffman's promises and 


deals warrant careful inspection and sec- 
ond and third looks. 


What sounds like a gift may actually be 


a burden later when the project is built. 


The old cliche of never looking a gift

Even as Fenton High School Dist. 100 


considers curtailments, certain plans for 
improvement 
of school facilities must 


move ahead, said Kenneth Carroll, busi- 
ness manager, at Tuesday's board meet- 
ing. 


The board approved three improvement 


projects. The first of these is a $14,238 
contract awarded to J. C. Blacktop Co. to 
install a drainage system near the drive- 
way of the school. 


At present, there is no drainage in the 


area and water builds up on the driveway, 
corroding the blacktop. Work on the drain- 
age system is expected to be completed 
sometime this summer. 


A second contract was awarded to the 


Monarch Asphalt Co. for the installation of 
four new tennis courts and the resurfacing 
of four existing courts. The project will 
cost $26,930. According to Carroll, these 
courts are "the best in the area." 


THE BOARD ALSO voted to purchase 


equipment for the stenographers' labora- 
tory. This equipment will allow a teacher 
to record up to four different speeds of the 
same dictation. Through the use of ear- 
phones, as many as 30 students can use 
the equipment according to their own 
needs and abilities. 


Carroll emphasized that the project does 


not involve the purchase of new furniture. 
The equipment is installed right into the 
present desks. The steno machines are to 
be purchased from Don Hall Co. at a cost 
of $2,195. 


The board decided to hold a little 


Theatre project in abeyance until it is de- 
termined whether the drama department 
will be affected by future curtailments. 


"It seems ironic" that the board is con- 


sidering drama curtailments at the same 
time that the Fenton players are pre- 
paring to go downstate with their award- 
winning production of "The Romancers," 
said board member James DiOrio. 


He said he doubted that even the fine 


accomplishments of the drama depart- 
ment could save it from feeling the effects 
of curtailment. He added that the achieve- 
ments of the Fenton players "only adds 
vinegar to the open wound of what we 
have to do."

State Rep. William A. Redmond, (D- 


Bensenville) has endorsed a proposal of 
the Democratic Study Group in the Illinois 
legislature to create a state board of edu- 
cation 


The legislation, which is co-sponsored by 


Redmond, empowers the governor to ap- 
point a nine-member board of education. 
Redmond said, "Passage of this legisla- 
tion will help remove politics from the 
state's supervision of education in Illi- 
nois." 


The proposal provides for the board to 


make a thorough, comprehensive and con- 
tinuing study of all phases of common 
school education and make recommenda- 
tions to the governor and the General As- 
sembly on legislation and other school 
needs 


IT ALSO EMPOWERS the board to for- 


mulate and recommend public school pol- 
icies to State Supt. Ray Page and school 
district officers. 


"Illinois and Wisconsin are the only two 


states in the union which do not have a 
state board of education, while 31 states 
have state boards of education appointed 


by the governor," Redmond reported. 


Members of the board would be chosen 


from different parts of the state. The leg- 
islation provides that a majority of the 
board "shall not be residents of any one 
county," members shall not be paid public 
servants nor should they be actively en- 
gaeed in education as a profession. 


The first board members would serve 


two, 
four and six years, and thereafter 


members would be appointed for six 
years. 


"Actually," Redmond said, "the state 


superintendent of public instruction should 
be appointed by the state board of educa- 
tion, as he is in 24 other states. 


"In five other states, the state superin- 


tendent is appointed by the governor, and 
in only 21 states, including Illinois, is the 
superintendent still elected. 


"To make the office appointive, how- 


ever, would require a change in the pre- 
sent Constitution and is a subject for the 
forthcoming Constitutional Convention."

COG Passes Muster 


After a debate that some Elk Grove Vil- 


lage Trustees felt was political in nature, 
the village board Tuesday night unani- 
mously agreed to continue membership in 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
(COG) 


Trustee Eugene Keith, opposing in- 


cumbent Jack Pahl for the mayoral seat 
on the board, voted against the motion he 
entered a week earlier to discontinue 
membership 


On a motion that immediately followed, 


the five trustees present voted to continue 
to be members of COG, of which Pahl is 
chairman. 


THE ACTION FOLLOWED a summa- 


tion of council efforts in the past year by 
Pahl, rebuttal by Keith and comments by 
trustee Charles Zettek 


After 
hearing it all, Zettek called 


Keith's arguments "shameful" and 
an 


"insult" both to the village and to COG. 


In his report, Pahl listed a variety of 


projects the council has undertaken relat- 
ing to such areawide concerns as educa- 
tion, health, welfare, public safety, water 
and ah' pollution and several legislative 
programs supported by the group. 


Justification for COG he said, is primar- 


ily that 90 per cent of the elected officials 
in the country are only part-time, such as 
most local government boards. 


He said that in areas like metropolitan 


Chicago, there are a number of problems 
that are common to all communities, and 
the resources available through coopera- 
tion can find solutions better than individ- 
ual governmental units working alone. 


BANDING TOGETHER, he added, in- 


creases effectiveness in lobbying for legis- 
lation on higher governmental levels rang- 
ing from county to federal in scope. 


Elk Grove. Pahl continued, is only one 


out of 1,600 local governments in Illinois, 
and acting alone couldn't possibly be as 
effective as a group of several hundred. 


"We're the only Council of governments 


in the country not supported by federal 
funds," Pahl noted. Until now, it has re- 
lied solely on individual efforts of partici- 
pants, working with little or no money and 
an inadequate staff. 


Therefore, municipal government mem- 


bers are being charged $1 per 100 popu- 
lation, while other governmental units like 
school and park districts are being as- 
sessed $75 annually. That makes the bill 
for Elk Grove, based on its last census, 
$169. It paid $75 last year. 


Pahl cited a number of "case histories" 


involving local village presidents 
and 


school leaders and the progress of a num- 
ber of COG efforts. 


He said the Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence has been found to be a bit small in 
terms of areawide problems and added 
that COG was formed to include as much 
of the metropolitan area as possible. 


KEITH CALLED THE hiring of a full- 


time director and staff a "piling on of ad- 
ditional expenditures" 
to which "the 


people'-' would object because they are al- 
ready so "overburdened" in taxation. 


He said he doubted COG would make 


any significant contributions in terms of 
air pollution, "because all the powers of 
government are working on it anyway." 


He felt that the cost of staffing COG on 


a full-time basis would eliminate any sav- 
ings effected by such ventures as joint 
purchasing, and 
had praise 
for Des 


Plaines quitting the council. 


Des Plaines, Keith said, "has much 


more in common with us" than most other 
COG communities. 


Zettek joined the debate at that point, 


contending that the cost of $169 was a bar- 
gain. "I can't see where you could be able 
to purchase the experience, common solu- 
tions, wisdom and intellect anywhere for 
that price. 


"We send department heads to confer- 
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ences for more than $169, hoping to get 
this same kind of help." 


He disagreed with "duplication of ser- 


vices" between COG and the Northwest 
Municipal Conference, contending "no oth- 
er agency has this benefit to offer." 


The cost of a director and staff is cheap, 


he added. "You show me where you could 
hire something like that for $169." 


"I COULDN'T GIVE a hoot about Des 


Plaines or what Des Plaines does. They're 
a distinct minority. We're not patterning 
ourselves after Des Plaines; if they want 
to follow us, that's fine, but we'll never 
follow them," Zettek continued. 


Keith said he might agree with that, but 


he hasn't seen any results from COG. 


Zettek then stripped intergovernmental 


philosophy away from the debate: 


"This is merely another political issue," 


he said, giving support to Pahl "Your 
philosophy has been rejected by everyone. 
It's retrogressive and an insult to govern- 
ment. We spend more money on ether as- 
sociations, but you picked this one be- 
cause a political opponent is the chairman 
of it. That's shameful." 


Keith retorted that in times past Zettek 


was just as concerned with nickels and 
dimes as he. "You've changed, but I 
haven't. There are some principles that I 
still hold," he said. 


Zettek fired another round: "That's 


right — you're still back in 1959, 60 and 
61. You don't recognize that this is a com- 
munity of 18,000 people. We can't debate 
nickels and dimes anymore; we're in big 
business. We have a budget of over a mil- 
lion dollars and an assessed valuation of 
more than $120 million." 


Within a second's time, Trustee George 


Coney called for the question, Keith began 
to reply and Pahl cut him off. 
'ON THE TABLED motion to dis- 
continue, all but Trustee James Gibson 
voted to defeat it. On a subsequent motion 
to continue, unanimous passage was giv- 
en. 


Afterward, a contented Jack Pahl noted, 


"Gentlemen, I appreciate the debate and 
the action of the board." And for another 
year, Pahl will have the chance to lead 
both village and COG, pending the out- 
come of the April 15 municipal election.

Tool Cache Leads To Charges 


AFTER GIVING a report on the Coun- 
cil of Governments, Elk Grove Village 
Pres. Jack Pahl heard debate and then 
got a 5-0 vote of confidence Tuesday. 


Two men, both currently out on $7,500 


bond, are scheduled to appear in the Niles 
Branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 
April 1 on felony charges of possession of 
burglary tools. 


The two were arrested by Elk Grove 


Village police late yesterday morning. 


Charged were Teddy Grabski, 53, of 


Park Ridge, and Joseph Dubtel, 51, of Chi- 
cago. 


When arrested, the pair was in posses- 


sion of more than 400 tools and acces- 
sories, which police said were "all suit- 
able for use in breaking into buildings and 
vehicles with intent to commit burglary.'" 


The two men have criminal records dat- 


ing back to 1933, mostly for theft, bur- 
glary, robbery and armed robbery. 


ACCORDING TO police, officer Ray- 


mond Marinec observed a car traveling 
westbound on Estes Avenue matching the 
description of a vehicle used in a vending 
truck burglary on March 5 in Des Plaines. 


Additionally, police said, Marinec recog- 


nized the two occupants of the car as 
known burglars, and began to pursue the 
suspicious auto.

A rally for the candidates of Elk Grove 


Township's Active Citizens Party will be 
held tonight at the Mount Prospect Coun- 
try Club. The evening, billed as a Town- 
ship Rally Night by the candidates, will 
begin at 8 p.m. at the club, 600 SeeGwun. 


Purpose of the rally, according to ACP 


spokesmen, is to introduce the slate of 
candidates for township offices and to an- 
swer questions about township govern- 
ment. 


LED BY CANDIDATE for township su- 


pervisor Paul Shaneyfelt, the members of 
the Active Citizens Party will circulate 
questionnaires about the functions of town- 
ship government. 


From the outset of the campaign for 


township offices, the ACP has called for a 
change in the operation and function of 
township government and has encouraged 
more participation on the part of township 
residents. 


The party has also recommended the 


creation of a citizens committee for the 
purpose of studying the township. 


Following a high-speed chase through 


the Centex Industrial Park, the pair were 
finally trapped by officer Richard Rusch 
at 111. 83 and Pratt Boulevard. 


Marinec and Rusch discovered the rear 


seat of the auto removed and filled with a 
variety of tools. Further 
investigation 


showed the vehicle to be registered ficti- 
tiously to "Bruce P. Zuber" of Chicago. 


A search revealed about $400 in cash 


and 433 tools and accessories in the pair's 
possesion. 


THEY WERE charged with possession 


of burglary tools and later in the day were 
viewed by police from nearby depart- 
ments investigating thefts and burglaries. 


Grabski and Dubiel were released on 


bond a few hours later. 


Dubiel's police record dates back to 


1937, while Grabski has an arrest record 
beginning in 1933. 


Investigation into the matter is being 


continued by local police, Marinec said 
yesterday. He declined comment on any 
discoveries into links between the two 
men and unsolved crimes in the area. 


Art Students Set Own Pace

Picture a small white wooden farm- 


house, over 100 years old. As you enter 
the front door to the porch, you see boxes, 
filled with pottery and plaster busts and a 
vertical filing cabinet containing metal pa- 
lattes labeled for identification. 


The kitchen and living room are bare of 


normal furniture, but are filled with wood- 
en benches, oil paintings on easels, and 
charcoal drawings hanging on the wall. 


This is the scene every Tuesday night 


from 8 to 11 p.m., when 12 students of 
Bonnie Anderson's School of Fine Art 
crowd, "The Studio," 
adjacent to the 


Church of the Good Shepherd on Land- 
meier and Ridge avenues in Elk Grove 
Village. 


The church added the house to its prop- 


erty in July, 1968, for additional classroom 
space, but encouraged Bonnie to use the 
facilities for art instruction. "I drafted 
many of the people in my first class from 
the church," she said. 


BONNIE, A FORMER registered nurse, 


uses the knowledge she gained in college 
psychology courses to provide personal 
guidance in a unique art class geared to 
the individual. 


"A person embarking on a new hobby 


often fears that he cannot accomplish per- 
fection, and he gets tense, 'up-tight,' " she 
said. "Our program is designed to give 
such students confidence in themselves 
and their ability to paint, as well as to 
encourage those who think they have tal- 
ent" 


The average student in the present class 


is about 35 years old, with the exception of 


a 12-year-old boy and a 21-year-old art 
major. They come from Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, 
Glen 
Ellyn, Des Plaines, 
and 


Schaumburg, and only a few of them have 
had previous 
art 
experience. 
Profes- 


sionally, they include a school board 
member, a draftsman, a minister's wife, 
and a schoolteacher's wife. 


The class is conducted 
informally. 


Based on classes given at the Village Art 
School in Skokie, it employs many of the 
same teaching methods used by Bonnie's 
former instructor, Joseph Abbreseia. 


"During the first 10 to 12 weeks of the 


course," she explained, "we develop 
drawing tone through exercises in char- 
coal. The beginning assignment for the en- 
tire class may consist of drawing a still 
life of a bottle and fruit or a similar set- 
up, in which angular drawing, measure- 
ment, and shading would be emphasized. 
Then we progress to duplicating on paper, 
plastic busts or casts of Brutus or Apollo, 
and other assignments. When everyone 
has completed the basics in charcoal, we 
proceed to the second part of the course 
— oil painting." 


"WE TRY TO emphasize the realistic 


method of painting," she continued, "by 
adding a bit of art history and apprecia- 
tion of the old masters. Modern artists of- 
ten go too far with their off-beat abstract- 
ion." 


Bonnie discusses composition and bal- 


ance with the students before they embark 
on projects, then offers individual criti- 
cism and corrections as they progress. 


"I try to do as little demonstrating as 


possible," she said, "because I want them 
to feel that this is their own work." 


The class enables each student to com- 


plete his work at his own rate with little 
competition. "Everyone starts at the same 
level," said Bonnie, "but those with pre- 
vious experience have zipped through the 
charcoal drawing. We can't very well-hold 
them back." 


Completion of the painting requires five 


to six weeks, but the final product is total- 
ly up to the individual. Some students take 
their work home with them; others spend 
their free time perfecting weak points, 
such as proportion or shapes. 


The class which lasts from October to 


June costs $3.50 a lesson and $35 for 10 
weeks. A teenage art instruction is sched- 
uled for the summer.

Busse explained that after the election 


ha must receive the official election re- 
turns from the judges of election of each 
polling place. He then must record the 
vote and determine the total vote per can- 
didate Then he must notify the candidates 
of the vote. He said he also notifies the 
county clerk of the number of votes cast, 
and which of the candidates were elected. 


Busse said the other duties of town clerk 


include keeping minutes of all township 
meetings, as well as being responsible for 
all records and papers of the township and 
highway commission. These records are 
open at all times for public inspection, he 
said. "The most carefully guarded record, 
and the one that is cherished most, is the 
first township minute book, which dates 
back to 1850," he said.

The officials noted that one of the rea- 


sons for Kersey's larger size is that the 
school has a bigger-than-usual vocational 
training area housing large machinery. 


Board member Richard Stamm of 


Mount Prospect encouraged the school 
board to allow Orput to "use his imagina- 
tion" and use latest building techniques to 
save construction costs. 


He suggested Orput look into use of pre- 


cast or poured concrete construction and 
zoned heating and air conditioning units. 


The new school will have two cafeteria 


areas, one on each side of a central, 500- 
seat Little Theater able to be divided into 
three sections. 


COST OF THE new school will be con- 


siderably over the $7.1 million the district 
shelled out to finance construction of Her- 
sey. 


Cost of construction has gone up 26 per

A parochial school aid bill, local mem- 


bers of the Citizens For Educational Free- 
dom have a keen interest in was in- 
troduced in the Illinois House this week. 


The bill would give $35 million in tuition 


grants to parents of children attending 
pnvate and parochial grade schools and 
high schools. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. Edward J. 


Copeland, R-Chicago, would provide $50 
tuition for each elementary student and 
$100 for each secondary student. The bill 
carrier a $35 million appropriation for 
such aid and $500,000 for administration. 
The bill has been referred to the House 
Education Committee. 


Copeland said, "Because of the increase 


in cost of all education, private schools 
(ace a danger of closing some schools and 
lowering the standards of others. 


"I THINK THIS will result in an irrepa- 


rable loss to the state and an over- 
burdening of the public school system . . . 
all efforts should be made to promote the 
secular education of the children of the 
state." 


The bill entitles tuition to every resident 


in Illinois in full-time attendance at an ap- 
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proved nonpublic elementary or secondary 
school. The tuition grants are to be paid to 
the parent or legal guardian of the child. 


The $50 and $100 grants may not be in- 


creased, but can be cut if either figure 
constitutes 80 per cent or more of the cost 
of education per child in that school. 


The school must be in existence for two 


years and must file with the superintend- 
ent of public instruction appropriate infor- 
mation under the school code twice year* 
iy- 


The schools must offer at least "a two- 


year program of elementary or secondary 
education, or both." The funds may not be 
used for the "cost of education in religious 
doctrine or worship," the bill said.

submission," he said this week. 


There's a bit of truth - and perhaps 


some exaggeration to the statement. 


Keith, at least publicly, is "unarmed

"We took a stand that was not based on 


medical research." he said "We don't 
know at this time what the long-term ef- 
fects are and if it is harmful." 


'THERE ARE SOME FACTS which can 
be proven, he said. 


These include the smoking of marijuana 


causes a psychological addiction, and 
people suffer a mild type of withdrawal 
when they stop the habit. People who have 
become high on pot, mix up time and 
space — they lose their sense of depth 
perception and are unable to drive safely. 


"We don't say that if a person is on 


marijuana he will go to stronger drugs. 
This is not the case," Meyer said. Studies 
do show, however, that most heroin ad- 
dicts did start on marijuana. 


Since smoking marijuana 
is illegal, 


smoking it puts the user in contact with 
u n d e r g r o u n d sources. "These same 
sources are also either pushers of heroin 
or know where it can be gotten. This way 


if someone smoking pot wants a bigger 
high, he can easily obtain heroin," he 
said. 


THE LSD FILM which Meyer showed 


pointed out that research is being done on 
the mind-expanding drug and the results 
are inconclusive but frightening. Some 
LSD users have been involved in freak ac- 
cidents, have committed suicide, and have 
been confined to psychiatric hospitals 


The effect of LSD on users include ex- 


periencing bright conglomerations of col- 
or, feeling that time is standing still, 
seeing faces appear and then fade out of 
losing judgment of cause and effect rela- 
sight, recalling childhood incidents, and 
tionships. 


Long-term effects of the drug are un- 


known, but research with hamsters has 
shown chromosome damage was induced 


in pregnant animals treated with LSD. 
The damage resulted in babies which 
were seriously deformed 


THE FILM STRESSED there has not 


been enough time to prove LSD will cause 
mutations in human beings 


One student said that the use of drugs 


now is like the use of alcohol during prohi- 
bition. 


"I don't think you can draw a parallel 


between the two, because prohibition was 
an unpopular law with the people," Meyer 
said. 


"So are the laws against drugs," the 


student said. 


Another student said marijuana smoking 


should be legalized since it produces a 


high similar to drinking alcohol but did 
not leave the user with a hang over. 


MEYER SAID THE 6 million alcoholics 


in the United States create a big social 
problem. "If marijuana was legalized it 
would create another big social problem 
which we certainly don't need," he said 


Solving of social problems that make 


people frustrated and turn to alcohol an> 
drugs should be solved, one girl said 
Society should concentrate on solving the 
problems rather than punishing the people 
who use drugs, she said. 


"This is the crux of the matter." Meyer 


said "I woulden't care if I didn't have a 
job tomorrow, but we must control it 
somehow."

Sewer Service In Sight For Housing 


New housing developments in Elk Grove 


Village and Schaumburg should open as 
scheduled this summer, thanks to tem- 
porary sewer service measures of the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD). 


A contract for site preparation for por- 


table waste-water treatment plants in both 
villages could be advertised for bid soon 
by the MSD board of trustees. 


Robert Barbolini, MSD assistant chief 


engineer, said this week the contract will 
be submitted for board approval in the 
next month. 


On order since November are two por- 


table sewage treatment plants designed to 
treat a capacity of 100,000 gallons of sew- 
age a day. The units are to serve housing 
developments in both Elk Grove Village 
and Schaumburg until a Salt Creek recl- 
amation plant is in operation. 


SITE PREPARATION will involve con- 


struction of concrete slabs to attach the 
units, headwall structures on the creek 
bank and an eight-inch diameter outfall 
pipe. 


A unit to serve Centex Construction Co. 


development west of Route 53, Elk Grove 
Village, will be installed along the creek 
east of Meacham Road on land held for 
the Salt Creek water reclamation plant. 


A unit to serve Mor-Well Builders' hous- 


ing development, Schaumburg, will be lo- 
cated on Salt Creek next to the existing 
Schaumburg sewage treatment plant west 
of Plum Grove Road. 


Barbolini said site preparation will in- 


volve neither extensive time nor money. 
He gave a rough cost estimate of $25,000. 
The portable plants are scheduled for de- 
livery in June, and it is possible that they 
could be in operation by late June, he 
said.

Micro Floe, Inc. Designed according to 
the MSD's own specifications, the tem- 
porary treatment plants are the first such 


units in the country. 


They are expected to operate at about 


50,000 gallons - per - day capacity and are 
designed to serve no more than 500 


homes. The units are engineered to pro- 
duce third - stage effluent, or 99 per cent 
pure water, that will be discharged in Salt 
Creek. 


Defer 'Spot Zoning' Request 


Hoffman Estates trustees failed last 


week to take action on a zoning appeal to 
allow special use of a residence at 101 
Apple St. by R. W. Starck Realtors. 


Last month, board members denied the 


petition on the basis of creating "spot zon- 
ing" in a primarily residential area. 


In requesting reconsideration, R. W. 


Starck, owner of the firm, noted that he 
has been selling houses in the village for 
nine years and wants to open a local of- 
fice. 


He said be had agreed to purchase the 


houne, which is now being used as a print- 
ing office in violation of existing zoning 
ordinances, since he had been refused 
rental of office space by Hoffman-Rosner 
Corp. 


ORIGINALLY HE had wanted to open 


an office in Golf-Rose Shopping Center but 
was denied the opportunity since Hoffman- 
Rosner will only rent to one realtor. 


Starck contends that village zoning pre- 


sently does not provide for exclusive office 
or professional use and claims that other 
villages do this as a buffer between single 
family dwellings and business areas. 


"Last December 13, I wrote to your vil- 


lage clerk requesting an application for 
zoning variance or special use on this 
property and was advised that I would 
have to have a full zoning hearing," 
Starck told the village board. 


Trustee Gerard Meyer noted that a 


number of complaints have been lodged 
against another realtor operating out of 
his home illegally at Golf and Ash roads 
and also on the Apple Street property. 


HE SUGGESTED that the board table 


any action on Starck's request pending 
complete settlement of pending litigation 


on both properties. 


Although Starck presented architect 


sketches of his plans for renovating the 
residence for office use, board members 
failed to take action. 


Trustee Howard "Jack" Noble said if 


forced to vote immediately on the appeal 
he would voice a negative reaction. 


"Carl Hundreiser says that a group of 


people in that neighborhood fear that they 
will wind up with something other than a 
real estate office," Noble commented, and 
suggested scheduling of a public hearing 
for interested residents. 


According to Hoffman Estates Atty. Pe- 


ter G. Schultz, any changes in existing or- 
dinances permitting Starck to receive a 
variance for use of the residence would 
constitute "subterfuge." 


IN OTHER ACTION last week, the vil- 


lage board approved site plan changes in 
the Multicon planned unit development 
now in preliminary construction on the 
Fieldale property. 


According to Roy Gottlieb, representing 


Kenroy-Multicon, Inc., the number of high 
rise buildings has been reduced, but total 
density remains as originally approved. 


"There is still less than 15 per cent 


building cover in the entire development 
and we have slightly increased the size of 
the approximate eight acre school site on 
Hassell Road," Gottlieb explained. 


He said construction on the 18-hole golf 


course, designed by Architect 
Robert 


Trent Jones, is scheduled to begin early 
next fall. 
The first phase of apartment construction, 
totaling about 250 units, is scheduled to 
begin as soon as possible this spring, he 
added.

Anticipating a challenge to local cur- 


riculum and recognizing attack in other 
school districts, administrative officials in 
School Dist. 59 have been quietly taking a 
look at their sex education curriculum. 


Much of the district's concern may be 


founded on the basis that the John Birch 
Society 
has 
announced 
a 
campaign, 


"Movement to Restore Decency," and has 
been actively battling elementary School 
Dist. 181 in Hinsdale. 


A chapter of the society exists in Elk 


Gorve Village, but until now it hasn't been 
too active on the subject in Dist. 59. 
Dist. 59. 


Additionally, a group of from 10 to 15 


parents in Mount Prospect are reportedly 
organizing a group along 
conservative 


lines, including in their platform opposi- 
iton to sex education in schools. 


LAST YEAR, a survey was conducted 


among parents of Dist. 59 students on the 
matter, and the board of education was 
reminded Monday night of the results of 
that inquiry. 


According to Alice Hufton, supervising 


nurse of the district, that survey showed 
that 87 per cent of 300 respondents favored 
the view that "schools have the responsi- 
bility, along with other agencies, to teach 
moral values." 


She noted that 97 per cent said, "Family 


living and sex education should begin" in 
the elementary and junior high school 
grades, and 1 per cent said it should not 
be a part of the school curriculum. 


Of the 97 per cent, 71 per cent felt that 


it should be started in elementary grades. 


Other reported statistics included: 63 


per cent said, "The school family living 
and sex education program initiated dis- 
cussion in your home;" 69 per cent said, 
"The teacher reactions indicated students 
conducted themselves maturely in the 
classroom setting. This mature behavior 
could be observed in our discussions in the 
home;" and 36 per cent said, "Dist. 59 
should continue the present familj living 
and sex education program another year." 


THE "ANOTHER year" is the current 


school year. 


Additionally, 63 per cent said, "The 


family living and sex education program 
contributed to your child's understanding 
of family relationships of home." 


Mrs. Hufton's report noted that school 


principals were asked to select one class 
at each of three grade levels. 


"The number of returns appears fairly 


representative from building to building 
and from grade level to grade level," her 
report said. 


Schools involved in the survey were 


Clearmont, John Jay, High Ridge Knolls, 
Rupley, Dempster, Grove and Holmes. 


Respondents included 18 parents of 


kindergarten students at Rupley; 27 first 
grade parents from Clearmont, John Jay 
and High Ridge Knolls; 32 second grade 
parents from Clearmont and Rupley; 12 
fourth grade parents from Clearmont; 50 
fifth grade parents from John Jay and 
Rupley; and 57 sixth grade, 46 seventh 
grade, and 33 eighth grade parents from 
the three junior high schools. 


Mrs. 
Hufton said 32 per cent of the re- 


spondents made additional comments. 


"WHILE THE majority of the com- 


ments reflected the highly favorable atti- 
tude, isolated comments reflected criti- 
cism of the school's assumption of a par- 
ent responsibility for instructing the child 
in sex education," the report said 


"While many parents felt the school pro- 


gram helped their family discussions, 
some parents felt their rights as parents 
had been infringed upon. 


"Of primary concern to several parents 


was the discussion of sex out of context of 
any religious reference to God or love," 
Mrs. Hufton added. 


There was no clear trend in the study as 


to exactly when sex education should be 
started, other than in the kindergarten to 
fifth grade level. 


"Parents felt strongly that school dis- 


cussion should not be coeducational," she 
added. 


Her conclusion: "Both from our own ex- 


perience and results of this survey, it ap- 
pears that the family living and sex edu- 
cation pilot program has been well re- 
ceived in Dist. 59. 


"Therefore, pending continued support 


from the educational administrative units 
of our district, the program will be contin- 
ued and expanded as interest demands." 


THERE WAS NO evident board of edu- 


cation reaction to either continuing or 
dropping the program when the report 
was given Monday night. 


A national educational newsletter, dated 


Jan. 27, noted that sex education is "the 
target of intensified attacks . . . from 
small but well organized and very vocal 
parent groups which 
often have ties 


with extreme right-wing political organiza- 
tion, according to the Sex Information and 
Education Council of the United States." 


Organized groups doing battle with sex 


education, include Sanity on Sex, Mothers 
Organized for Moral Stability (MOMS), 
Citizens 
for 
Parents 
Rights, 
People 


Against Unconstitutional Sex Education

If you dig deep enough, a little bit of 


this area's history can be found. 


Not limited to a text book, history can 


come in strange shapes and sizes. Some- 
times it's even breakable, as the Palatine 
public works department discovered a few 
days ago. 


It was a routine job. The men were be- 


ginning initial steps to install a new water 
main along Brockway Street, just north of 
the downtown area near the library. 


They started with an air hammer and 


then the scoop shovel. As the hole got 
deeper, more than dirt became visible. 
When the depth passed the bottom level of 
Brockway Streets' pavement, a layer of 
debris and ashes was uncovered. 


AS THE DIGGER scooped it away, 


about 40 square feet of glass was visible. 


"There was a crevice — about 10 by 4 


feet — that was completely filled with 
glass," explained Jim Bennett, public 
works director. 


As workmen prepared to scoop it away, 


one of the men realized what had been 
found. Investigating the treasure, Allen 
Helms, a public works employe, noticed 
.some of the glass items were actually bot- 
tles in one piece. 


Furthermore, he was quick to realize 


that names inscribed on the clear glass 
buttles belonged to old-time residents of 
the village. 


Helms, whose father is Palatine's fire 


chief, belongs to a family that has lived in 
the village for decades. His grandfather 
remembers much of "Old Palatine" and 
frequently spins a tale or two of the good 
old days that came to his grandson's mind 
when the glass was found 


FURTHER conversation revealed the 


breakable treasure was a collection of old 
medicine bottles. Several of them were 
distributed by an old drug store in town, 
where Coleman's Pharmacy is located 
now. 


Two names most often appear on the 


bottles. They are Albert S. Olms, who lo- 
cal historians say was the village presi- 
dent from 1899 until 1908 and also owned 
the drug store, and James Toynton, Olms' 
partner and later owner of the store. 


There is no doubt the bottles can be 


dated back at least 40 years ago since 
they were found beneath the pavement 
level of Brockway Street which was laid 
in 1924. 


But Bennett, whose latent historian ten- 


dencies were aroused by the discovery, 
thinks they can be dated back even fur- 
ther. 


He has talked to a lot of old-timers in 


the village hoping to learn more about 
early Palatine. 


THE BOTTLES were discovered under- 


neath the parkway in front of one of Pala- 
tine's older homes, but no one can quite 
remember who lived there. 


Obvious speculation is a drug salesman 


must have owned the house. Patent medi- 
cine hit the market about 1908. Until then, 
local drug stores, such as Olms, bottled

their own remedies. 


Old-timers remember how common it 


was to get rid of unwanted items and 
ashes from the coal stoves by filling in 
holes in the dirt streets. 


When pre-packaged medicine came into 


use the salesman on Brockway Street 
apparently decided to throw away all the 
old bottles he had accumulated and the 
following years brought layer after layer 
of dirt to the hole. 


THE MEDICINE bottles are different 


than most Palatine residents of today 
would recognize. Obviously made for liq- 
uid measurements, most of the bottles 
have measurements marked off on the 
sides. 


One of the smaller bottles Bennett took 


a special interest in was made to hold 
Japanese Drops. In talking with the elder 
Helms, he found out the unusual sounding 
medicine was a common remedy for an 
upset stomach that was taken by many 


people as Alka Seltzer is today. 


Word of the public works department 


discovery spread quickly. A lot of collec- 
tors came with bushel baskets. And now 
the relics have been taken to several 
homes in the village to be polished and 
shined for 'display in a prominent place. 


The Palatine Historical Society is inter- 


ested in obtaining a few, too, so the bot- 
tles could last "forever," to prove that old 
bottles don't disappear, they just get lost 
for a few decades. 


Center Expects Same Funds 


Prospects for Northwest Opportunity 


Center support apparently will be at least 
as good under the Nixon administration as 
they were under the Great Society.

Talk 3rd Airport 


Hints of combined efforts by the Cook 


County Council of Governments and Chi- 
cago to plar. and develop a third major 
airport in the metropolitan area were 
dropped Tuesday night. 


In the course of debate on the value of 


membership in the council among Elk 
Grove Village board members, Trustee 
Eugene Keith made the statement, "I 
doubt if Mayor (Richard) Daley will care 
what the Council of Governments does" on 
the matter. 


Village Pres. Jack Pahl, who is also 


chairman of the council, retorted, "You'll 
be surprised about that, Trustee Keith." 


After the meeting, Pahl declined further 


elaboration on the comment, and also de- 
clined to discuss possible sites for the air- 
port. 


The Council of Governments has been 


hoping to get Chicago membership since 
COG was founded and, Pahl said, that 
hope still exists. 


HE EXPRESSED desire for cooperation 


with Chicago especially in the areas of 
public safety, health, education, welfare, 
air and water pollution, and most other 
third license for a cab company until the 
COG endeavors. 


"We want all local governments, in- 


cluding the city of Chicago to be mem- 
bers," he said. "Chicago is the core city 
in the metropolitan area; our problems 
spill over boundary lines." 


The hope is that Chicago can help the 


suburbs and the suburbs can cooperate 
with Chicago, Pahl noted. 


"On a functional basis, Chicago his 


been very cooperative," the Elk Grove 
president said, mentioning crime labora- 
tories, technical services, water supply 
and joint purchasing. 


Problems begin to crop up in policy de- 


cisions, though, and it appears that Daley 
is not as enthusiastic about area-wide ef- 
forts as are his suburban counterparts. 


IT IS PAHL'S opinion that the reasons 


are "political" in nature, but he also con- 
tends that the Council of Governments is a 
cooperative venture not seeking control of 
Chicago. 


The hour long debate was prompted by 


Keith, a presidential candidate, a week 
earlier, but after it was all over the vil- 
lage board voted 5-0 to retain membership 
in the council of governments. 


The probe into the value of COG mem- 


bership was viewed as a political move by 
Keith, generally regarded as an underdog 
in the village's municipal race. 


Had the village decided not to retain 


membership in COG, Pahl's position as 
council chairman would have promptly 
ended. 


KEITH SOUGHT to have the village 


drop out of COG at the March 11 village 
board meeting, but Pahl was absent and 
the trustees tabled the motion for a week 
to permit time for a report on COG to be 
made by the village president. 


Membership costs for Elk Grove were 


raised from $75 to $169, as the council 
switched to a population basis for mem- 
bership by municipalities.

Scout-0-Rama, one of the largest indoor 


shows put on by boys in the Midwest, fea- 
tures more than 300 displays, exhibits and 
demonstrations, ranging from authentic 
Indian dances to camping techniques and 
crafts. 


IN ADDITION to providing the public 


with a full display of Scout activities, 


Scout-0-Rama earns money for the 400 
Scouting units in the Northwest Suburban 
Council.

Season's Key—Falcons'Foul Shooting

How high in the Mid-Suburban League's 


area basketball standings would a team 
finish if it shot so poorly that it was last 
in field goal percentage and seventh in 
free throwing? 


Just what kind of year could a team 


have if it couldn't even put an individual 
on the top 25 list in scoring or the top 
seven in rebounding"7 


SOME MIGHT SAY it would be a sec- 


ond division ball club; others might even 
venture to guess it was a cellar dweller. 


Well, both speculations would be way off 


base. 


Forest View was the team that didn't 


rank anywhere in the above categories but 
it could be very proud of one statistic 
that's the most important — its record. 


The Falcons finished with the third best 


overall mark (14-101 and tied for fourth in 
the MSL (8-40. 


COACH KEN ARNESON explained the 


season this way: 


"The secret to ,our success was that we 


didn't have an individual leader but we 
hnd balance and aggressiveness." 


Although no Falcon finished in double 


figures, this aggregation's scoring balance 
was excellent — just 3.4 points separating 
the first from the eighth.

"We had a little struggle during the 
regular season but it felt pretty good to 
get to the finals of the regional. The four 
juniors were most reliable in that final 
game." 


Those four were Long, Shevell, Olson 


and Meier. Between them they accounted 
a losing effort, 79-38. 


But the improvement of these juniors 


wasn't the only key to the Falcons' suc- 
cess — Arneson listed two others: 


"I thought another thing was the strong 


leadership by my two co-captains, Dahle 
and Brown. And I was really pleased with 
the steady, overall play of Kinneman and 
Grismer." 


KINNEMAN DID all that Arneson asked 


— he was possibly the best defensive 
guard in the MSL, he led his team in as- 
sists with 60, he pulled off numerous 
steals and he was a fine long range 
marksman. 


He enjoyed his best game of his career 


in the second game with Elk Grove by 
connecting on eight of 14 from around the 
top of the free throw circle for 19 points 
and the scoring honors. 


But the climax of his career came when 


the coaches in the league placed him on 
the all-conference team. 


Grismer was also a consistent ball play- 


er. He usually could supply what was 
most needed at the time — defense, re- 
bounding or hitting from the outside or the 
inside.

Grenadiers but in their first meeting. He 
capped a brilliant Falcon comeback by 
potting a bomb from 20 feet out in the last 
seconds to win 52-31. 


His teammates thought enough of him to 


name him their "most valuable" player. 


"That (first Elk Grove game) was the

The relocation of Irving Park Road 


(Route 19) west of Route 83 through Du- 
Page, Cook and Kane counties will be dis- 
cussed Monday by Northwest suburban of- 
ficials and the state highway department. 


The meeting will be held in the Elgin 


district office at 9 a.m., according to a 
letter from Sigmund C. Ziejewski, district 
engineer. 


"The meeting has been arranged to dis- 


cuss the alternate locations for the subject 
improvement which our consulting engi- 
neer studies have revealed to be the most 
feasible," the letter states. 


Officials from the communities along Ir- 


ving Park Road are expected to attend. 
They will be given the opportunity to ex- 
press their opinions about the possible re- 
location routes. 


ACCORDING TO Ziejewski, approxi- 


mately one month after the Monday meet- 
ing, the highway department will hold a 
public hearing so residents who will be 
affected by the alternate locations under 
consideration can give their views.

ving Park, dubbed the Elgin-O'Hare ex- 
pressway, will involve the Chicago high- 
way district office for that portion east of 
Route 83.

Routes being considered lie within a 


two-mile corridor bounded on the north by 
the existing highway and Wise Road and 
on the south by the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad and U.S. Rt. 
20.

Police incidents in Wheeling climbed 66 


per cent above normal this week and 
matched the number of incidents reported 
in Arlington Heights. 


With less than half the number of pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force, 
Wheeling police handled 100 incidents 
from 8 a.m. Monday until 8 a.m. Thursday 
while Arlington Heights police coped with 
106. 


The onslaught of warm weather was 


pegged as the mnjor cause of the in- 
crease, but both departments were affect- 
ed by the corr ing of spring. 


MOST OF WHEELING'S incidents were 


minor, but they kept police department 
phonos ringing and patrolmen constantly 
on call. 


Included in the 100 incidents were such 


things as loose dogs, minor accidents, lost 
children, numerous grass fires and other 
similar activities. 


Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Horcher 


said he first became aware of the mete- 
oric increase in incidents Monday after- 
noon when Mrs. Shirley Mueller, a police 
communications operator, told him, as he 
was leaving, that there had been 10 in- 
cidents in one hour. 


"Before I got home I heard on the radio 


another car going out on an llth call," 
Horcher added, said there were two pa- 
trolmen on duty during that hour and one 
was out working on an ongoing case in- 
vestigation. 


Horcher said Wheeling often runs neck 


and neck with Arlington Heights, which is 
four times as large, and other larger 
towns in the number of incidents. How- 
ever, he said the number of incidents this 
week was the highest he could remember 
in a long time. 


ONE ASPECT OF the large number of 


incidents was the increase in truancy 
from Wheeling High School. 


School liaison officer Ted Homeyer usu- 


ally reports a few students each day who 
are truant. Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week, however, Homeyer picked up 29 
students outside of school grounds.

day by W, C. Messinger, chairman, and 
R. V. Krikorian, president, of Rex and La- 
ser. 


The agreement calls for the purchase by 


Rex of all assets, business, ard property 
of Cartriseal for an undisclosed amount of 
Rex common stock. 


Rex has an annual income of $170 mil- 


lion and is listed on the New York Stock 
exchange. It has 29 subsidiaries in Canada 
and Europe. 


LASER PRAISED THE growth potential 


in the Wheeling area in a statement to 
The Herald and predicted the purchase 
would "definitely generate expansion." 


"The people we are intending to merge

To Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom of Prospect 


Heights, "Remember the Pueblo" was a 
cause, but the Christian education of 
youth is complete philosophical dedication. 


Lindstrom is swimming against the cur- 


rent in his scorn for the public school 
educational system, but he is pursuing his 
dream with the same intensity he pursued 
in his fight to free the Pueblo crew. 


He not only has a 95-student elementary 


school as part of his Church of Christian 
Liberty in Prospect Heights, but he has 
sparked a similar educational experiment 
in other areas. 


He says schools based on his idea of 


strict discipline, phonics, and religious 
training are springing up in Rockford, 
Milwaukee, and the Chicago ghetto. 


FOUR TEACHERS, trained in the Chris- 


tian Liberty school philosophy are starting 
to establish a school near Pulaski and 
Roosevelt Road in order to teach 4-year- 
old black children reading skills. 


"I am convinced students who apply 


themselves can learn to read at an early 
age," says Lindstrom with intensity. 


The teachers intend to put approximate- 


ly 40 ghetto children through a strict 15 to 
16-week reading course. 


If the ghetto children respond as Lind- 


strom says his students in Prospect 
Heights do, they should be reading and 
using the library by the end of the sum- 
mer. 


"There is nothing different between chil- 


dren here and black children if they are 
given an opportunity," insists Lindstrom. 


In a reaction to "progressive educa- 


tion." which he believes is "politically ori- 
ented to produce within the student an ac- 
ceptance of the philosophy and character 
of socialism," Lindstrom founded the non- 
profit Christian Liberty Academy in 1968. 


THE SCHOOL, WHICH is non-accredited 


by Illinois standards, charges a yearly tui- 
tion of $350 for kindergarten, $700 for 
grades one through eight, and $600 for the 
ninth grade. 


The school gives A through F grades, 


insists on homework, has strict (though 
not uniform) standards of dress, and drills 
hard on basic reading and arithmetic 
skills. 


The Bible is studied on a daily basis, 


beginning in Kindergarten and continuing 
through all the grades. 


As students progress through the school 


system, courses in French, Latin, geogra- 
phy, history, penmanship, science, art and 
music are added. By fifth grade, the stu- 
dent studies economics, government, and 
may request special instruction in Greek 
or Hebrew. 


"WE WANT THE students to under- 


stand how capitalism is superior," says 
Rev. Lindstrom. "We want them to fully 
understand our own free enterprise sys- 
tem. We want no left wing socialist propa- 
ganda. Our tradition is not socialist." 


Classroom numbers in the Church of 


Christian Liberty rarely exceed 10, the 
largest classroom contains 14 children, 
and the smallest four. Students come from 
homes in the northwest suburban area, 
from Wilmette to Palatine. Many of the 
children in the lower grades are from 
Prospect Heights, Arlington Heights, and 
Mount Prospect. 


A l t h o u g h Lindstrom abhors per- 


missiveness in education, he insists on in- 
dividual liberty. 


"The individual is more important than 


the state," he asserts. 


However, he does not believe man's 


rights come from the fact that he is a 


man. All rights come from God, Lind- 
strom insists. 


A MAN MAY HAVE rights, even if he 


doesn't believe in God, Lindstrom grants, 
but "these rights are protected because 
others believe in God, not as his right, but 
as an individual." 


These God-ordained rights are the basis 


of American History, Lindstrom insists 
and teaches. 


"Democracy and Theology were brought 


together to make this country," he says. 
"God and democracy merge into a God

This school district is growing at such a 


fast pace and the one skill that is most 
needed is planning, he said. There is a 
real lack of planning and it is necessary if 
the district is to adequately educate new 
children coming into the district, he said.

pil plan to include every child in the paro- 
chial schools. He wants the district re- 
zoned on the assumption that the paro- 
chial schools are closed. 


"Then we will be in a position to do 


something about it if the schools do 
close," he said. 


"Where do you stand on public aid to 


the private schools?" was one of the ques- 
tions put to the candidates. 


Kane said he had had quite a few dis- 


agreements with Father Morgan of St. 
Mary's (where he is a member) on Mor- 
gan's repeated statements that he is not 
operating a private school, and the school 
is part of the church.

Twelve-year-old Jim Martin of Palatine, 


although he perhaps doesn't realize it,, 
raised an issue recently that hospital ad- 
ministrators have been concerned about 
for a long time. 


Jim arrived at Northwest Community 


Hospital in Arlington Heights with a sev- 
ere leg laceration and no permission from 
his parents to perform surgery. 


formally, a quick telephone call to the 


boy's parents at 722 Glen, would have 
gained permission to close the wound. 


HOWEVER, JIM'S parents were 1,384 


miles away, somewhere in Miami, and 
they had stepped out of their hotel for the 
day 


What would have been routine turned 


into a nightmarish delay while hospital of- 
ficials waited for the phone call from the 
Martins approving the surgery. 


When the Martins did call the operation 


was approved, it knocked out the hospi- 
tal's contingency plan for illegal surgery. 
The chief surgeon was prepared to seek 
out a surgeon willing to risk a law suit to 
operate. 


The hassle was created by a law that 


requires written consent for treatment for 
an unmarried boy under 21 or an unmar- 
ried girl under IB. 


THAT CONSENT must come from a 


parent or a legal guardian; consent from 
a relative or a neighbor does not count. In 
most cases, oral consent is acceptable, as 
long as someone witnesses the consent. 


Jim waited six hours on a bed in the 


hospital's emergency ward; the staff, 
fearing possible legal action, did nothing 
beyond cleansing the wound and making 
the boy as comfortable as possible. 


If Jim had been more seriously injured, 


there probably would have been no delay. 
However, in a borderline case, the doctors 
wait until the last moment before an oper- 
ation is performed without consent. 


The problem irritates and exasperates 


Jack Ryan, public relations director for 
the hospital, as he sees the conflict be- 
tween the patient's suffering and the doc- 
tor's liability, 


TO WORK IN A "reputable hospital," 


according to Ryan, it is necessary to have 
insurance for backing in case of a damage 
suit. 


If the operation had taken place without 


consent and failed, Dr. Rollo J. Nesset 
could have been sued for damages. 


If he lost, he might lose his insurance 


and the hospital might not wish to risk 
keeping him on the staff without that pro- 
tection. 


Further, the hospital would have been 


named co-defendant in a damage suit. 
Ryan said the doctor and hospital are 
equally liable. 


So surgeons hesitate before breaking the 


law. With their futures at stake, they may 
have good reason to hesitate. 


RYAN HAS COME up with one answer 


to the dilemma of parental approval: He 
has been distributing emergency treat- 
ment release forms, which he recom-

mends children carry with them. 


The statement requires the signature of 


a parent or legal guardian. It states, in 
part: 


"In case of an emergency, and if no one 


can be reached at home, I authorize a 
qualified and licensed medical doctor per- 
mission to take all necessary measures in 
the treatment of..." 


Ryan printed 10,000 copies of the form 


last summer, and distributed them to 
various civic and governmental groups in 
Palatine, Harrington and Rolling Mead- 
ows. He is anxious to get rid of the 300 he 
keeps in the hospital. 


THE FORM PERMITS immediate treat- 


ment if a boy like Jim slides into second 
base at St. Thomas School in Palatine and 
badly cuts his leg. If Jim's parents had 
signed the form, and if Jim had it in his 
back pocket, be would have had imme- 
diate treatment. 


Jim's 99 stitches will disappear soon 


enough, and he'll be able to resume his 
baseball career at St. Thomas School and 
his job as a Herald boy carrier.

Police incidents in Wheeling climbed 66 


per cent above normal this week and 
matched the number of incidents reported 
in Arlington Heights. 


With less than half the number of pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force,

100 incidents

MOST OK WHEELING'S incidents were 


minor, but they kept police department 
phones ringing and patrolmen constantly 
on call. 


Included in the 100 incidents were such 


things as loose dogs, minor accidents, lost 
children, numerous grass fires and other 
similar activities. 


Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Horcher 


said he first became aware of the mete- 
oric increase in incidents Monday after- 
noon when Mrs. Shirley Mueller, a police 
communications operator, told him, as he 
was leaving, that there had been 10 in- 
cidents in one hour. 


"Before I got home I heard on the radio 


another car going out on an llth call," 
Horcher added, said there were two pa- 
trolmen on duty during that hour and one 
was out working on an ongoing case in- 
vestigation. 


Horcher said Wheeling often runs neck 


and neck with Arlington Heights, which is 
four times as large, and other larger 
towns in the number of incidents. How- 
ever, he said the number of incidents this 
week was the highest he could remember 
in a long time. 


ONE ASPECT OF the large number of 


incidents was the increase in truancy 
from Wheeling High School. 


School liaison officer Ted Homeyer usu- 


ally reports a few students each day who 
are truant Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week, however, Homeyer picked up 29 
students outside of school grounds.

Anmwncement of the purchase agree- 


ment between Rex Chain Belt Inc. and 
Cartriseal Corp. was made jointly Tues- 
day by W. C. Messinger, chairman, and 
R. V. Krikorian, president, of Rex and La- 
ser. 


The agreement calls for the purchase by 


Rex of all assets, business, and property 
of Cartriseal for an undisclosed amount of 
Rex common stock. 


Rex has an annual income of $170 mil- 


lion and is listed on the New York Stock 
exchange. It has 29 subsidiaries in Canada 
and Europe. 


LASER PRAISED THE growth potential 


in the Wheeling area in a statement to 
The Herald and predicted the purchase 
would "definitely generate expansion." 


"The people we are intending to merge 


with are very fine. Objectively this is for 
the good of everyone and we are very 
happy with prospects," Laser said. 


According to Laser, Rex plans internal 


product expansion and later physical plant 
expansion in the 42,000 square foot Wheel- 
ing plant, built in 1965. 


The companies expect final closing to 


take place m early April. 


Cartriseal manufactures a broad line of 


mechanical shaft seals for industrial use 
such as rotating shafts on pumps, gas tur- 
bines, machinery gear boxes, and crawler 
tractors.

To Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom of Prospect 


Heights. "Remember the Pueblo" was a 
cause, but the Christian education of 
youth is complete philosophical dedication. 


Lindstrom is swimming against the cur- 


rent in his scorn for the public school 
educational system, but he is pursuing his 
dream with the same intensity he pursued 
in his fight to free the Pueblo crew. 


He not only has a 95-student elementary 


school as part of his Church of Christian 
Liberty in Prospect Heights, but he has 
sparked a similar educational experiment 
in other areas. 


He says schools based on his idea of 


strict discipline, phonics, and religious 
training are springing up in Rockford, 
Milwaukee, and the Chicago ghetto. 


FOUR TEACHERS, trained in the Chris- 


tian Liberty school philosophy are starting 
to establish a school near Pulaski and 
Roosevelt Road in order to teach 4-year- 
old black children reading skills. 


"I am confinced students who apply 


themselves can learn to read at an early 
age," says Lindstrom with intensity. 


The teachers intend to put approximate- 


ly 40 ghetto children through a strict 15 to 
16-week reading course. 


It the ghetto children respond as Lind- 


strom says his students in Prospect 
Heights do, they should be reading and 
using the library by the end of the sum- 
mer 


"There is nothing different between chil- 


dren here and black children if they are 
given an opportunity," insists Lindstrom. 


In a reaction to "progressive educa- 


tion," which he believes is "politically ori- 
ented to produce within the student an ac- 
ceptance of the philosophy and character 
of socialism," Lindstrom founded the non- 
profit Christian Liberty Academy in 1968. 


THE SCHOOL. WHICH is non-accredited 


by Illinois standards, charges a yearly tui- 
tion of $350 for kindergarten, $700 for 
grades one through eight, and $600 for the 
ninth grade 


The school gives A through F grades, 


insists on homework, has strict (though 
not uniform) standards of dress, and drills 
hard on basic reading and arithmetic 
skills. 


The Bible is studied on a daily basis, 


beginning in Kindergarten and continuing 
through all the grades. 


As students progress through the school 


system, courses in French, Latin, geogra- 
phy, history, penmanship, science, art and 
music are added. By fifth grade, the stu- 
dent studies economics, government, and 
may request special instruction in Greek 
or Hebrew. 


"WE WANT THE students to under- 


stand how capitalism is superior," says 
Rev. Lindstrom. "We want them to fully 
understand our own free enterprise sys- 
tem. We want no left wing socialist propa- 
ganda. Our tradition is not socialist." 


Classroom numbers in the Church of 


Christian Liberty rarely exceed 10, the 
largest classroom contains 14 children, 
and the smallest four. Students come from 
homes in the northwest suburban area, 
from Wilmette to Palatine. Many of the 
children in the lower grades are from 
Prospect Heights, Arlington Heights, and 
Mount Prospect. 


A l t h o u g h Lindstrom abhors per- 


missiveness in education, he insists on in- 
dividual liberty. 


"The individual is more important than 


the state," he asserts. 


However, he does not believe man's 


rights come from the fact that he is a 


man. All rights come from God, Lind- 
strom insists. 


A MAN MAY HAVE rights, even if he 


doesn't believe in God, Lindstrom grants, 
but "these rights are protected because 
others believe in God, not as his right, but 
as an individual." 


These God-ordained rights are the basis 


of American History, Lindstrom insists 
and teaches. 


"Democracy and Theology were brought 


together to make this country," he says. 
"God and democracy merge into a God

Police incidents in Wheeling climbed 66 


per cent above normal this week and 
matched the number of incidents reported 
in Arlington Heights. 


With less than half the number of pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force, 
Wheeling police handled 100 incidents 
from 8 a.m. Monday until 8 a.m. Thursday 
while Arlington Heights police coped with 
106. 


The onslaught of warm weather was 


pegged as the major cause of the in- 
crease, but both departments were affect- 
eu by the coming of spring. 


MOST OF WHEELING'S incidents were 


minor, but they kept police department 
phones ringing and patrolmen constantly 
on call. 


Included in the 100 incidents were such 


things as loose dogs, minor accidents, lost 
children, numerous grass fires and other 
similar activities. 


Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Horcher 


said he first became aware of the mete- 
oric increase in incidents Monday after- 
noon when Mrs. Shirley Mueller, a police 
communications operator, told him, as he 
was leaving, that there had been 10 in- 
cidents in one hour. 


"Before I got home I heard on the radio 


another car going out on an llth call," 
Horcher added, said there were two pa- 
trolmen on duty during that hour and one 
was out working on an ongoing case in- 
vestigation. 


Horcher said Wheeling often runs neck 


and neck with Arlington Heights, which is 
four times as large, and other larger 
towns in the number of incidents. How- 
ever, he said the number of incidents this 
week was the highest he could remember 
in a long time. 


ONE ASPECT OF ihe large number of 


incidents was the increase in truancy 
from Wheeling High School. 


School liaison officer Ted Homeyer usu- 


ally reports a few students each day who 
are truant. Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week, however, Homeyer picked up 29 
students outside of school grounds.

ment between Rex Chain Belt Inc. and 
Cartriseal Corp. was made jointly Tues- 
day by W. C. Messinger, chairman, and 
R. V. Krikorian, president, of Rex and La- 
ser. 


The agreement calls for the purchase by 


Rex of all assets, business, and property 
of Cartriseal for an undisclosed amount of 
Rex common stock. 


Rex has an annual income of $170 mil- 


lion and is listed on the New York Stock 
exchange. It has 29 subsidiaries in Canada 
and Europe. 


LASER PRAISED THE growth potential 


in the Wheeling area in a statement to 
The Herald and predicted the purchase 
would "definitely generate expansion." 


"The people we are intending to merge 


with are very fine. Objectively this is for 
the good of everyone and we are very 
happy with prospects," Laser said. 


According to Laser, Rex plans internal 


product expansion and later physical plant 
expansion in the 42,000 square foot Wheel- 
ing plant, built in 1965. 


The companies expect final closing to 


take place in early April. 


Cartriseal manufactures a broad line of 


mechanical shaft seals for industrial use 
such as rotating shafts on pumps, gas tur- 
bines, machinery gear boxes, and crawler 
tractors.

To Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom of Prospect 


Heights, "Remember the Pueblo" was a 
cause, but the Christian education of 
youth is complete philosophical dedication. 


Lindstrom is swimming against the cur- 


rent in his scorn for the public school 
educational system, but he is pursuing his 
dream with the same intensity he pursued 
in his fight to free the Pueblo crew. 


He not only has a 95-student elementary 


school as part of his Church of Christian 
Liberty in Prospect Heights, but he has 
sparked a similar educational experiment 
in other areas. 


He says schools based on his idea of 


strict discipline, phonics, and religious 
training are springing up in Rockford, 
Milwaukee, and the Chicago ghetto. 


FOUR TEACHERS, trained in the Chris- 


tian Liberty school philosophy are starting 
to establish a school near Pulaski and 
Roosevelt Road in order to teach 4-year- 
old black children reading skills. 


"I am convinced students who apply 


themselves can learn to read at an early 
age," says Lindstrom with intensity. 


The teachers intend to put approximate- 


ly 40 ghetto children through a strict 15 to 
16-week reading course. 


If the ghetto children respond as Lind- 


strom says his students in Prospect 
Heights do, they should be reading and 
using the library by the end of the sum- 
mer. 


"There is nothing different between chil- 


dren here and black children if they are 
given an opportunity," insists Lindstrom. 


In a reaction to "progressive educa- 


tion," which he believes is "politically ori- 
ented to produce within the student an ac- 
ceptance of the philosophy and character 
of socialism," Lindstrom founded the non- 
profit Christian Liberty Academy in 1968. 


THE SCHOOL, WHICH is non-accredited 


by Illinois standards, charges a yearly tui- 
tion of $350 for kindergarten, $700 for 
grades one through eight, and $600 for the 
ninth grade. 


The school gives A through F grades, 


insists on homework, has strict (though 
not uniform) standards of dress, and drills 
hard on basic reading and arithmetic 
skills. 


The Bible is studied on a daily basis, 


beginning in Kindergarten and continuing 
through all the grades. 


As students progress through the school 


system, courses in French, Latin, geogra- 
phy, history, penmanship, science, art and 
music are added. By fifth grade, the stu- 
dent studies economics, government, and 
may request special instruction in Greek 
or Hebrew. 


"WE WANT THE students to under- 


stand how capitalism is superior," says 
Rev. Lindstrom. "We want them to fully 
understand our own free enterprise sys- 
tem. We want no left wing socialist propa- 
ganda. Our tradition is not socialist." 


Classroom numbers in the Church of 


Christian Liberty rarely exceed 10, the 
largest classroom contains 14 children, 
and the smallest four. Students come from 
homes in the northwest suburban area, 
from Wilmette to Palatine. Many of the 
children in the lower grades are from 
Prospect Heights, Arlington Heights, and 
Mount Prospect. 


A l t h o u g h Lindstrom abhors per- 


missiveness in education, he insists on in- 
dividual liberty. 


"The individual is more important than 


the state," he asserts. 


However, he does not believe man's 


rights come from the fact that he is a 


man. All rights come from God, Lind- 
strom insists. 


A MAN MAY HAVE rights, even if he 


doesn't believe in God, Lindstrom grants, 
but "these rights are protected because 
others believe in God, not as his right, but 
as an individual." 


These God-ordained rights are the basis 


of American History, Lindstrom insists 
and teaches. 


"Democracy and Theology were brought 


together to make this country," he says. 
"God and democracy merge into a God

Launch Code Work

The Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 


waded into the massive job of updating 
and improving the village code Wednes- 
day night. 


The commission faces Solomon-like deci- 


sions requiring choices betweeen strict but 
unenforceable codes and enforceable but 
lenient codes. 


The difference between a strict code and 


lenient one could have a lasting effect on 
property values in Buffalo Grove. 


However, a strict code is difficult to en- 


force, because it requires a staff to check 
and report violations. 


A strict code could also cause builders 


to shy away from the area, discourage in- 
dustrial development and cause the people 
of Buffalo Grove inconvenience and tem- 
porary monetary loss. 


ITEMS IN point are the proposed "mo- 


notony ordinance" which would prohibit 
construction of similar homes across from 
each other or on the same block. 


Commission members studied the Ar- 


lington Heights monotony code Wednesday 
night. 


"That's a tough one," said a commis- 


sion member. 


"They don't adhere to it," snapped a 


former resident of Arlington Heights. 


Commission Pres. Edward Fabish ad- 


mitted the Arlington Heights code is "pos- 
sibly a little too strict." 


A tough code would force developers to 


have more models available for sale and 
would make it necessary to develop blocks 
in a manner planned to break up monoto- 
ny. 


"THE VILLAGE is upgrading itself so 


much now, it should look into this," Fab- 
ish said. 


The commission also is examing an or- 


dinance regulating the parking of trucks 
and camping trailers. 


The board plans further study of ordi- 


nances in other villages, but already the 
question of the hardship that could be 
caused by prohibiting parking of pick-up 
trucks has been raised. 


Many people earn their livings using 


pick-up trucks and it would be difficult to 
find parking for these trucks off their 
property. 


Another tough question is street names. 


REGENT COURT, Regent Court West, 


and Regent Drive are plaguing the post 
office department and causing visitors 
many headaches. The number system on 
Chenault to Patton Drive as it turns into 
Stilwell also is out of order. 


The question is: Will the village board 


and the people go for any drastic change 
in street names and numbering? 


The commission also is revising the sign 


ordinance to control construction of large 
signs. It appears nobody will object too- 
violently to sign changes.

A recommendation to deny annexation 


and rezoning for a 200-bed nursing home 
on South Quentin Road has been made by 
the Palatine Plan Commission. 


Four Seasons Nursing Centers of Amer- 


ica, Inc., is petitioning for annexation of 
more than four acres at the corner of Illi- 
nois and Quentin in order to construct the 
four-winged facility. 


In its recommendation to deny the peti- 


tioner's request, the plan commission said 
the case could be considered "spot" zon- 
ing since no other buildings like it exist in 
the area. 


Strong opposition from homeowners in 


the area was expressed at the public hear- 
ing held early this month. Their primary 


objection stemmed from the belief that a 
nursing home would destroy the residen- 
tial atmosphere of the area. 


THEY 
ALSO EXPRESSED 
concern 


over possible traffic problems, as the 
nursing home would be located almost 
directly across the street from Fremd 
High School. 


But representatives from Four Seasons, 


which has built similar facilities in neigh- 
boring suburbs, said the company's other 
homes were built in areas similar to the 
spot on Quentin and Illinois. 


However, the plan commission 
said 


there are other areas in the village that 
already have been zoned for nursing home 
use where the company could locate the 


proposed facility. 


Although rexoning of the tract has been 


granted by the county board, owners 
would like to annex to Palatine, to get 
water and sewer facilities. 


IN ADDITION TO annexation, a request 


for R-l single-family zoning with a special 
use provision for a nursing home was re- 
quested. 


"If anything, the special use should be 


attached to multi-family zoning," said 
Tom Moody, plan commission chairman. 


The case still must come before the vil- 


lage board for a public hearing. Because 
of unexpected illness of the petitioner, the 
public -hearing was postponed until April 
14.

Betweeners Ask: 'Listen 


(City councils and youth commissions in 


the suburban Northwest have been wring- 
ing their hands lately over "what to do 
about the junior high kids." Some officials 
insist there are not enough activities pro- 
vided for this age group and worry about 
the potential for delinquency. Others won- 
der if drugs will prove too attractive. Her- 
aid reporter Joan Klussmann talked to 
droves of public and parochial school ju- 
nior high students and found them very 
vocal, very candid and sometimes surpris- 
ing. Here is the first of two articles she 
has written on "The in Between Years.") 


by JOAN KLUSSMANN 


"If I think a boy is cute today, I most 


likely won't think so tomorrow. My views 
keep changing all the time." 


The speaker, a lovely girl of 12, is a 


member of a generation which describes 
itself as "in between," neither child nor 
adult. 


The energy, exuberance and enthusiasm 


of the in betweens prompts them to talk 
excitedly all at once, inspires junior high 
school teachers and devastates substi- 
tutes. 


Their flashes of insight reveal signs of 


maturity to come, and they are quick to 
see the other sides of questions. "Eighth 
graders are top dog at school, we love it." 
But after a thoughtful pause, "On the oth- 


er hand, we will be freshmen in high 
school next year and at the bottom all 
over again." 


THE KIDS ESTIMATE that about 50 


per cent of junior high students "go 
steady." Those who don't, say the whole 
idea is silly, but their changing attitudes 
toward the opposite sex show up in vivid 
descriptions of "cool" boys and girls in 
class. 


Those who currently go steady quickly 


explain that the concept "isn't what it 
used to be in our parents' time." They say 
the relationship isn't for keeps, it just 
means that you like somebody. 


The students usually go to dances in 


groups of boys and girls, but once there, a 
boy will ask his girlfriend to dance for the 
evening. One dark-haired boy, active in 
football and wrestling, explained why he 
has a steady girl. 


"THIS MIGHT SOUND silly, but when 


you have a girl friend you work harder. 
When I play football and she's watching, I 
play better. You can show off to a girl — 
other guys will knock you over or make 
you look silly. She will also listen to your 
problems." 


The girls say they like the steady ar- 


rangement because they always get asked 
to dance and it adds to their prestige in 
school. 


For most junior high students, 16 is the 


magic age. "I'll be able to drive and ride 
a motorcycle and I won't have to keep 
asking my mother to take me places." 
One boy, though, wistfully aspired to be 30 
to 40, when you can "just ooze along." His 
description of oozing included no home- 
work, no studying and no pressure. 


As older sisters take jobs or start dat- 


ing, the junior high school girl is in great 
demand for babysitting duties. Most de- 
vote at least one evening a week to the 
work and say they enjoy the job. "It also 
prepares us for taking care of our own 
children some day." 


MANY BOYS BABYSIT too, but caddy- 


ing takes preference during the summer 
months. Adult hypocrisy on the links is 
described frankly, "One lady gives me 50 
cents for moving her ball and not telling 
anyone." 


Earnings are usually split, with one part 


going to savings and the remainder to 
Randhurst stores. 


They like to select their own clothes 


("The dresses my mother likes for me are 


awful,") but realize that for more ex- 
pensive items like coats, parents should 
do the choosing. 


Some boys, as well as girls, complain 


that parents don't know what kids wear 
today. They say mothers buy slacks that 
come up too high at the waist or other 
non-conforming items. As one boy put it, 
"She doesn't realize pants should come 
below the belly button." 


BUT AGAIN demonstrating the ability 


to see two sides of the coin, one girl said, 
"We want to look nice, but clothes aren't 
that important. Some of the best dressed 
kids aren't liked at all because of what 
they are." 


Discussing finances prompts furious pro- 


test against movie houses which charge 
high prices. "We're not allowed to go to 
adult films but we have to pay adult 
prices " The unanimous recommendation 
was that all movies have a special price 
scale for this age group. They pledged to 
go more often if admissions were lowered.

than 1.000 daily swimmers during the 
summer. 


Representatives of the beauty school 


said they would be willing to allow the 
park district to use their parking facilities 
when classes are not being held in the 
school. 


But anticipated heavy traffic on the cur-

Waldron says hut own vote on apart- 


ments has been consistent. 


"Apartments should be accepted as a 


necessary incentive in the acquiring of in- 
dustrial and commercial areas to help our

Apartments are a major issue in this 


spring's campaign 


During the four years both men were on 


the city council, Waldron says, Miseska 
approved more apartment units than he 
did. 


"It was apparent to me and to Mayor 


(John ,J ) Woods in 19H3 that the city could 
not continue to have a low city tax rate on 
a single family home tax base " 


THE AREA SOUTH of Algonquin Road 


was potentially suitable for industrial and 
commercial development, city officials de- 
cided, but a corridor was needed to reach 
territory where Western Electric and 
Chemplex, two of the city's maior in- 
dustries, are now located 


The connecting link was a farm which 


straddled Route .">:!. but annexation en- 
tailed acceptance ot plans for a complex 
including apartments, a Holiday Inn, of- 
fice, research 
and commercial devel- 


opments. 


"I voted for this project on this basis," 


says Waldron. 


Only the apartments, Ramlin Rose, now 


renamed Meadow Trace, were built. 


Miseska says it was explained to him 


that "it was going to be there and we had 
better control it." 


Waidron points out the proposed apart- 


ment area was far remove}] from existing 
single-family homes. 


He uses the same reason to justify his 


vote for the relatively small 156-unit Sugar 
Plum apartments on Kirchoff Road, which 
Miseska also voted for on April 15, 1965, 
after two years on the council. 


WALDRON ADMITS HE worked to get 


a foothold west of Plum Grove Road in 
1965, when there were hundreds of acres 
of open land potentially suitable for single- 
family home development. 


But Waldron was ill during the latter 


stages of the Zale annexation and did not 
vote Dec 28, 1965, for the 407 apartments 
on 24 acres. Miseska's vote for the proj- 
ect, which also includes homes, is record- 
ed in the council minutes, which Waldron 
researched to document his challenge of 
Miseska's platform. 


A n o t h e r combined industrial, com- 


mercial and apartment development was 
presented to the council early in 1966. 


"It was necessary to grant zoning for 


the Three Fountain apartments (542 units) 
to get the Holiday Inn, offices and in- 
dustries between Algonquin Road and the 
tollway," Waldron says. "But the apart- 
ments again were on the perimeter of the 
city and away from existing homes." 


Both candidates voted for this project. 


IT WAS WHILE Miseska was interim 


mayor in the summer of 1966 that Kenroy 
Inc. proposed annexation of 54 acres on 
the north side of Algonquin Road for a 
planned development of town houses, 
which Waldron voted for, and Miseska 
signed the ordinance. 


Later, after Miseska was defeated for 


office in 1967, the developers returned to 
the council asking for approval of the 
Georgetown of Willow Bend apartments 
instead of the townhouses, and because of 
a tegal flaw in the original understanding 
(a covenant running with the land pro- 
vides that the project will be a planned 
development, but did not tie construction 
to the tovtnhouse plan), Waldron cast his 
vote for the change "reluctantly." 


"The council should have fought for the 


townhouses," Miseska says.

STRONGER EMPHASIS on permanent 


control 
methods (larvaciding) 
and 
a 


deemphasis on temporary control (fog- 
ging ) was suggested by the group. 


Leading toward this goal, trustees an- 


nounced five points Wednesday night that 
could bring about more permanent control 
measures. 


The new ideas proposed by trustees in- 


clude: 


— The possible addition of a specific 


drainage crew for year-round efforts. 


— A survey of drainage that's needed 


and a survey of surrounding counties as 
possible mosquito sources. 


— An aerial survey by trustees and staff 


of the district. 


— A field trip by trustees to other dis- 


tricts for comparison 


— A man-hour report on all phases of 


operations stressing drainage and per- 
manent control efforts. 


THE LAST POINT announced Wednes- 


day night brings a new idea to mosquito 


abatement. 


As a public information service, trustees 


would like to initiate a regular report of 
mosquito population, such as the common 
pollen count on a radio and television sta- 
tion.

Students in the three Dist. 211 high 


schools agree that swimming pools would 
be a welcome part of the physical educa- 
tion program. 


A student poll taken by Dist. 211 board 


member Lyle Johnson revealed that most 
students in the district know how to swim 
and have had some swimming instruction. 


Johnson, who has proposed a swimming 


pool program for each of the three exist- 
ing schools and for the new Schaumburg 
High School, said about 3,500 of 3,900 stu- 
dents said they have had some swimming 
instruction. 


WHEN ASKED IF they would like to 


have swimming as part of the physical 
education program, 3,200 said yes. 


Johnson said a large percentage of the 


no votes for swimming as part of the 
physical education program came from 
girls, "who don't like the idea of getting 
all that hair wet." 


"But," Johnson said, ''the pool facility 


would include hair dryers for girls, and 
I'm sure this would help change the girls' 
opinions." 


Johnson's pool proposal was presented 


to the public at two meetings last week, 
one in Palatine and one in Schaumburg 
Township. 


Under the terms of his idea, the pools 


would be built by the local park district on 
land deeded to the parks by the school 
district. Dist. 211 would then pay a certain 
annual fee to the parks for use of the 
pools. 


Three of the four proposed pools would 


be attached to the school. Palatine High, 
however, would have a pool just north of 
the east parking lot, separated from the 
building by a driveway. 


JOHNSON SAID Conant should get the 


first pool because of the rapidly-growing 
enrollment at that school and the lack of 
physical education facilities to keep pace 
with the enrollment 


He also said it would be much wiser to 


include a pool at the new Schaumburg 
High School as it is built. 


In Palatine Township, Fremd is John- 


son's first concern, with Palatine, because 
of the lower enrollment, last on the prior- 
ity list. 


Action on the proposals now rests with 


the park districts in Palatine, for Palatine 
and Fremd, Hoffman Estates for Conant 
and Schaumburg for Schaumburg High 
School. The Schaumburg Park District has 
indicated interest in the pool proposal.

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Arson Charged In Turnstyle Fire 


An Hold boy was charged with arson

Police Department after a fire caused $5,- 
ooo to $10.000 damage to the Turnstyle 
Family Center, Northpoint Shopping Cen- 
ter, 444 E Rand Road, Arlington Heights. 


Don Strmib. insurance manager for the 


.lewel Ten Co., which operates the store, 
*nid the $5.000 to $10,000 figure primarily 
covers smoke damage to merchandise in 
the rear storeroom area, where the fire 
started 


The boy was seized by police in the 


store shortly after the fire began, follow- 
ing a report of shoplifting 


He was taken to the police station, 


where he signed a statement about the 
fire and was charged by the police with 
arson 
He was then sent to the Audy 


Home in Chicago, where is is now being 
held 


A hearing will be held to determine the 


date of hearing on the charges and to de- 
termine whether he should be held or re- 
leased to the custody of his parents. 


THE FIRE STARTED at about 5:40 


p.m. 
According to Harvey Carothers, Ar- 


lington Heights fire chief, it was set in the 
storage room, which contains sheets, tow- 
els, pillow cases, and mattress covers. 


Store employes, trained in fire pre- 


vention, fought the fire with hand ex- 
tinguishers until the Arlington Heights 
Fire Department arrived. An overhead 
sprinkler system was activated by the 


fire, and it poured water into the storage 
area. 


Customers were cleared from the store. 


The 
employes 
emptied 
26 fire 
ex- 


tinguishers in fighting the blaze. 


When the fire department arrived, their 


hoses were connected with the building's 
sprinkler system. Carothers said that the 
system prevented dragging long hose lines 
through the front door and causing heavi- 
er damage. 


A total of 37 Arlington Heights firemen 


responded to the fire, as well as three 
men from the Rolling Meadows and Mount 


Prospect departments, who helped clear 
heavy smoke from the building. 


Carothers said that smoke was the 


greatest problem in the fire. He used fans 
to filter the smoke out of the building, and 
then sprayed an aerosol deodorized — just 
acquired this week — to further clear out 
the smoke. 


THE STORE WAS closed yesterday to 


clean up the damage, but it is expected 
that the store will be reopened shortly. 
There is no structural damage, and the 
fire damage was confined to merchandise 


in the storeroom and charring on one of 
the air ducts. 


The store, which contains a series of 


self - serfice shops, was opened in Octo- 
ber, 1968. It is the sixth of its kind in the 
Chicago area and is part of one of the 
major shopping centers in the North- 
western suburbs. 


Jewel officials praised the quick action 


of the Arlington Heights Fire Department 
in containing and putting out the fire. 
Chief Carothers, in turn, praised the fire 
training that the Jewel employes put to 
use Wednesday evening. 


Countryside 6Y' a Smashing Success 
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(This Is the first in a series of articles 


on the Countryside YMCA as it prepares 
to enter its second year of operation.) 


If the success of a new YMCA is mea- 


sured by its activity, then the Countryside 
YMCA must be considered a smashing 
success as it nears the end of its first 
year 


And if the continued success of a new 


YMCA can be gauged by its plans for the 
future, then residents of the area served 
by Countryside had better not stand in its 
path — they'll be bowled over. 


Year number one for Countryside ends 


this spring. It's been a year of progress, 
activity and amazing acceptance by the 
communities it serves. 


Actually, Countryside YMCA has been 


on the drawing boards for about two years 
now. but the YMCA itself was founded in 
May, 1968, after more than a year of plan- 
ning 


The first seeds of interest began to 


sprout with the spring thaw in 1967. In 
April of that year. Palatine area residents 
approached the Metropolitan YMCA of 
Chicago for advice and assistance. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Metro Y 


met with local residents and said any 
plans for a new YMCA in the Palatine 
area should take into consideration the 
surrounding area which, until now, had 
been served by YMCAs miles away. 
By early fall of 1967, other communities 
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•nthorS/cil Scotts 


in the area showed a definite interest in 
participating in the plans Discussions in- 
cluded Harrington, Lake Zurich, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows, parts 
of Arlington 


Heights and many of the smaller towns 
sprinkled between. 


The Metro YMCA assigned a staff mem- 


ber to work with the local people in deter- 
mining the need for YMCA services and 
also to determine the financial resources 
available. 


After thorough discussion with commu- 


nity leaders, business and industry, and 
civic officials, the organizing group set a 
goal of $50,000 to test the support in the 
community and to help determine whether 
or not the YMCA would succeed. 


BY THE end of January, 1968, the drive 


had passed the $36,000 mark and the Met- 
ro officials agreed to continue assisting 
the local people. A volunteer committee 
was formed to prepare by-laws and select 


a nominating committee. 


In spring, 1968, an intensive member- 


ship campaign was launched and plans 
were announced for a Founders' Day pro- 
gram on May 9. 


That day, May 9, was the day Coun- 


tryside YMCA was formally organized. 


In quick succession, the board of direc- 


tors formed, held its first meetings and 
hired an executive director, Herman Her- 
tog, formerly with several other YMCAs 
the Chicago area.

Gary W. Meier 
became the second program director. 


Before January was gone, the YMCA 


made its biggest announcement to date. A 
site on Northwest Highway between Pala- 
tine and Harrington was chosen for the 
YMCA building. 


NOW IT'S spring again and that means 


another drive, another campaign, and the 
need for people, money, and more plans.

"I'm sorry to say every time (Police 


Chief) Cy Campbell turns around he has a 
new force," Miseska replied. "Something 
has to be wrong and somebody has to find 
out why the men quit." 


Miseska said the only way to find an- 


swers is to appoint a committee of citizens 
to question under oath the men who have 
left the department. 


"I KNOW THERE has been internal 


strife," Miseska said. "Is it salary, chain 
of command, lack of communications? I 
feel sorry for Cy. He has nothing but prob- 
lems. 


"Is Mayor Meyer afraid to appoint a 


committee to find out what is wrong? Is 


the city afraid to hang out some dirty 
wash?" 


Miseska believes that department mo- 


rale will be improved by airing the rea- 
sons for men leaving. 


He countered Meyer's statement that 


police department personnel turnover is a 
general problem, not just in Rolling Mead- 
ows, by repeating his original proposition 
to form an investigating committee. "Isn't 
it time for somebody to find out why?" he 
asked. 


As for making the police department a 


political issue, Miseska pointed out that 
the police are controlled by laws made by 
elected officials. "Hence, it's political." 


He said he had no intent to criticize 


Chief Campbell, "He's done a good job," 
he said.

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2 Charged with Possession 


Two men, both currently out on $7,500 


bond, are scheduled to appear in the Niles 
Branch of the Cook County Circuit Court 
April 1 on felony charges of possession of 
burglary tools. 


The two were arrested by Elk Grove 


Village police late yesterday morning. 


Charged were Teddy Grabski, 53, of 


Park Ridge, and Joseph Dubiel, 51, of Chi- 
cago. 


When arrested, the pair was in posses- 


sion of more than 400 tools and acces- 
sories, which police said were "all suit- 
able for use in breaking into buildings and 
vehicles with intent to commit burglary." 


The two men have criminal records dat- 


ing back to 1933, mostly for theft, bur- 
glary, robbery and armed robbery. 


ACCORDING TO police, officer Ray- 


mond Marinec observed a car traveling 
westbound on Estes Avenue matching the 
description of a vehicle used in a vending 
truck burglary on March 5 in Des Plaines. 


Additionally, police said, Marinec recog- 


nized the two occupants of the car as 
known burglars, and began to pursue the 
suspicious auto.

the Centex Industrial Park, the pair were 
finally trapped by officer Richard Rusch 
at 111. 83 and Pratt Boulevard. 


Marinec and Rusch discovered the rear 


seat of the auto removed and filled with a 
variety of tools. Further 
investigation 


showed the vehicle to be registered ficti- 
tiously to "Bruce P. Zuber" of Chicago. 


A search revealed about $400 in cash 


and 433 tools and accessories in the pair's 
possesion.

Grabski and Dubiel were released on 


bond a few hours later. 


Dubiel's police record dates back to

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Educating Youth Is His Dedication 


by MARY DRESSER 


To Rev. Paul D. Lindstrom of Prospect 


Heights, "Remember the Pueblo" was a 
cause, but the Christian education of 
youth is complete philosophical dedication. 


Lindstrom is swimming against the cur- 


rent in his scorn for the public school 
educational system, but he is pursuing his 
dream with the same intensity he pursued 
in his fight to free the Pueblo crew. 


He not only has a 95-student elementary 


school as part of his Church of Christian 
Liberty in Prospect Heights, but he has 
sparked a similar educational experiment 
in other areas. 


He says schools based on his idea of 


strict discipline, phonics, and religious 
training are springing up in Rockford, 
Milwaukee, and the Chicago ghetto. 


FOUR TEACHERS, trained in the Chris- 


tian Liberty school philosophy are starting 
to establish a school near Pulaski and 
Roosevelt Road in order to teach 4-year- 
old black children reading skills. 


"I am convinced students who apply 


themselves can learn to read at an early 
age," says Lindstrom with intensity. 


The teachers intend to put approximate- 


ly 40 ghetto children through a strict 15 to 
16-week reading course. 


If the ghetto children respond as Lind- 


strom says his students in Prospect 
Heights do, they should be reading and 
using the library by the end of the sum- 
mer. 


"There is nothing different between chil- 


dren here and black children if they are 
given an opportunity," insists Lindstrom. 


In a reaction to "progressive educa- 


tion," which he believes is "politically ori- 
ented to produce within the student an ac- 
ceptance of the philosophy and character 
of socialism," Lindstrom founded the non- 
profit Christian Liberty Academy in 1968. 


THE SCHOOL, WHICH is non-accredited 


by Illinois standards, charges a yearly tui- 
tion of $350 for kindergarten, $700 for 
grades one through eight, and $600 for the 
ninth grade. 


The school gives A through F grades, 


insists on homework, has strict (though 
not uniform) standards of dress, and drills 
hard on basic reading and arithmetic 
skills. 


The Bible is studied on a daily basis, 


beginning in Kindergarten and continuing 
through all the grades. 


As students progress through the school 


system, courses in French, Latin, geogra- 
phy, history, penmanship, science, art and 
music are added. By fifth grade, the stu- 
dent studies economics, government, and 
may request special instruction in Greek 
or Hebrew. 


"WE WANT THE students to under- 


stand how capitalism is superior," says 
Rev. Lindstrom. "We want them to fully 
understand our own free enterprise sys- 
tem. We want no left wing socialist propa- 
ganda. Our tradition is not socialist." 


Classroom numbers in the Church of 


Christian Liberty rarely exceed 10, the 
largest classroom contains 14 children, 
and the smallest four. Students come from 
homes in the northwest suburban area, 
from Wilmette to Palatine. Many of the 
children in the lower grades are from 
Prospect Heights, Arlington Heights, and 
Mount Prospect. 


A l t h o u g h Lindstrom abhors 
per- 


missiveness in education, he insists on in- 
dividual liberty. 


"The individual is more important than 


the state," he asserts. 


However, he does not believe man's 


rights come from the fact that he is a 
man. 
All rights come from God, Lind- 


strom insists. 


A MAN MAY HAVE rights, even if he 


doesn't believe in God, Lindstrom grants, 
but "these rights are protected because 
others believe in God, not as his right, but 
as an individual." 


These God-ordained rights are the basis 


of American History, Lindstrom insists 
and teaches. 


"Democracy and Theology were brought 


together to make this country," he says. 
"God and democracy merge into a God 
ordained constitution." 


As an example of Lindstrom's position, 


he "outlaws entirely" abortion because he 
believes "the individual is subserviant to 
the theocratic law." 


Debaters Aim for State 


H o w e v e r , Lindstrom supports free 


speech. 


"Because man is made in the image of 


God. 
he has a right to freedom of 


speech," he says. "It is the responsibility 
of those authorities within the state to as- 
certain what is or is not proper speech . . 
. what is permissable under the law. How- 
ever, that law may not be proper to God." 


STUDENTS IN THE School of Christian 


Liberty can, however, be expelled for im- 
proper use of their liberties. 


"If an institution sees fit to remove a 


student from the school because of the 
school's tradition, we can do it," says 
Lindstrom. "A student may have a right 
to* participate in a demonstration but we 
have the right to accept or reject him." 


Lindstrom and opponents of state aid to 


parochial schools are on the same side of 
the fence. He violently rejects any state 
aid to his educational system. 


"Education is the responsibility of the 


parents," says Lindstrom. "If a group- 
freely choses to band together, they have 
the right to do so. The government has no 
right to tell parents about education." 


What about educating all citizens in a 


democracy? 


Lindstrom favors educating only those 


students who want education. 


"CERTAIN STUDENTS do not belong in 


high schools," he said. "They belong in 
technical institutions." 


Lindstrom sees his educational theories 


as a valuable addition to American prog- 
ress. 


"We will bring the Christian principal of 


religion to the national life," he says. "We 
will relate Christ to the world in which we 
live." 


Arlington's varsity debate team will aim 


for the state championship at the tourna- 
ment to be held at Illinois State University 
(ISU) Friday and Saturday.

After a debate that some Elk Grove Vil- 


lage Trustees felt was political in nature, 
tlie village board Tuesday night unani- 
mously agreed to continue membership in 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
(COG) 


Trustee Eugene Keith, opposing in- 


cumbent Jack Pahl for the mayoral seat 
iHI the board, voted against the motion he 
entered a week earlier 
to discontinue 


membership 


On a motion that immediately followed, 


the live trustees present voted to continue 
to be members of COG, of which Pahl is 
chairman 


THK ACTION FOLLOWED a summa- 


tion of council efforts in the past year by 
Pahl, rebuttal by Keith and comments by 
trustee Charles Zettek 


After 
hearing 
it all, Zettek 
called 


Keith's arguments "shameful" and 
an 


insult" both to the village and to 
COG. 


In his report, Pahl listed a variety of 


projects the council has undertaken relat- 
ing to such areawide concerns as educa- 
tion, health, welfare, public safety, water 


and air pollution and several legislative 
programs supported by the group. 


Justification for COG he said, is primar- 


ily that 90 per cent of the elected officials 
in the country are only part-time, such as 
most local government boards. 


He said that in areas like metropolitan 


Chicago, there are a number of problems 
that arc common to all communities, and 
the resources available through coopera- 
tion can find solutions better than individ- 
ual governmental units working alone. 


BANDING TOGETHER, he added, in- 


creases effectiveness in lobbying for legis- 
lation on higher governmental levels rang- 
ing from county to federal in scope. 


Elk Grove, Pahl continued, is only one 


out of 1,600 local governments in Illinois, 
and acting alone couldn't possibly be as 
effective as a group of several hundred. 


"We're the only Council of governments 


in the country not supported by federal 
funds,1' Pahl noted Until now, it has re- 
lied solely on individual efforts of partici- 
pants, working with little or no money and 
an inadequate staff. 


Therefore, municipal government mem- 


bers are being charged $1 per 100 popu- 
lation, while other governmental units like 
school and park districts are being as- 
sessed $75 annually. That makes the bill 
for Elk Grove, based on its last census, 
$169. 
It paid $75 last year. 


Pahl cited a number of "case histories" 


involving local village presidents and 
school leaders and the progress of a num- 
ber of COG efforts. 


He said the Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence has been found to be a bit small in 
terms of areawide problems and added 
that COG was formed to include as much 
of the metropolitan area as possible. 


KEITH CALLED THE hiring of a full- 


time director and staff a "piling on of ad- 
ditional expenditures" to which "the 
people" would object because they are al- 
ready so "overburdened" in taxation. 


He said he doubted COG would make 


any significant contributions in terms of 
air pollution, "because all the powers of 
government are working on it anyway." 


He felt that the cost of staffing COG on

The school board tied the proposals to- 


gether to emphasize the need to also cover 
higher school building maintenance costs, 
larger staff needs and increased teachers' 
salaries. 


In an economy bid, the school board on 


March 10 asked architects and school ad- 
ministrators to try to pare down costs of 
tht proposed school in Rolling Meadows. 


Orput had first estimated that the new 


school would cost $9.6 million, including 
site improvements, equipment and archi- 
tects' fees. 


The $.'i,750,000 estimate given the school 


board Monday was made possible by re- 
ducing the building's size 21,000 square 
feet below that of the new John Hersey 
High School, opened this year in northeast 
Arlington Heights. 


School board members were assured by 


Orput and Supt. Edward H. Gilbert, how- 
ever, that the paring will not put a major 
crimp in the new school's teaching space. 


MAJOR REDUCTIONS came in size of 


corridors, library learning center and 
smaller resource rooms with special study 
materials for mathematics, science, for- 
eign language, social science and English. 


The officials noted that one of the rea- 


sons for Hersey's larger size is that the 
school has a bigger-than-usual vocational 
training area housing large machinery. 


Board 
member 
Richard 
Stamm of 


Mount Prospect encouraged the school 
board to allow Orput to "use his imagina- 
tion" and use latest building techniques to 
save construction costs. 


He suggested Orput look into use of pre- 


cast or poured concrete construction and 


zoned heating and air conditioning units. 


The new school will have two cafeteria 


areas, one on each side of a central, 500- 
seat Little Theater able to be divided into 
three sections. 


COST OF THE new school will be con- 


siderably over the $7.1 million the district 
shelled out to finance construction of Her- 
sey. 


Cost of construction has gone up 26 per 


cent since Hersey was bid in the spring of 


1967, the architect estimates.

Zale Construction Co. should abide by 


its annexation agreement formula of not 
more than 40 per cent two-bedroom apart- 
ments, the Rolling Meadows Plan Com- 
mission decided this week. 


Edward Zale and his planner, Sam Foot- 


lik, presented a plat to the commission 
Wednesday night. It incorporated most of 
the recommendations made at earlier con- 
ferences. 


But Zale, whose project was delayed 


three years while the annexation was 
challenged in court by Palatine, pleads 
that changes in the market make a 50-50 
division of one-and two-bedroom units eco- 
nomically feasible at this time. 


"I EXPECT you'll have a difficult time 


getting that past the city council," pre- 
dicted Anthony Magee, plan commission 
chairman. "This is a challenge to the va- 
lidity of the pre-annexation agreement." 


"The hue and cry against apartments is 


the number of bedrooms," said Aid. Dan- 
iel Weber, apparently unimpressed with 
Zale's contention that the change in pro- 
portions would add 40 bedrooms but few 
children. 


Zale said holding to the half-and-half 


agreement would be a "great hardship" 
economically He said the city would reap 
greater tax benefits from the larger apart- 
ments. 


Zale revised the entrance to the project 


from Kreft Road to include an entry to his 
single-family homes area; revised parking 
to leave green areas along streets, 
changed street width to eliminate tempta- 
tion for on-street parking, placed a park- 
way between the street and sidewalk, all 
as recommended by the planners. 


TO RECOVER 
the 
needed parking 


spaces eliminated in favor of islands of 
greenery, buildings were shifted to the 
north and a parking lot at the south en- 
larged. 


Weber asked that the large lot have a 


direct exit onto Kreft, and Zale agreed. 


The entire project will be fenced and 


landscaped, Zale said.

Youth Committee's out-reach program has 
been obtained and now is open at 742 E. 
Northwest Hwy., it was announced Tues- 
day evening. 


In the planning stages for almost a year 


now, the new and different way of meet- 
ing the needs of township teens is going 
into action. 


Location of the headquarters was an- 


nounced to a technical advisory group for 
the new teen program composed of sev- 
eral community leaders from Palatine and 
Rolling Meadows at a meeting in Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School. 


Two staff workers who will be spending 


most of their time on the streets in the 
community are stationed at the headquar- 
ters. 


FOR THE PAST TWO weeks, teens they 


have met while working in the commu- 
nities, have helped put the offices in shape 
by painting and cleaning. 


The headquarters is meant to be a place 


for staff workers and teens to meet in or- 
der to plan activities. It won't serve as a 
recreational center. 


The two young men employed by the 


youth committee already are known by 
many teens in Palatine Township. 


Dennis Morgan, a graduate of George 


Williams College in Downers Grove was 


hired in Sptember. Early this month, Phil 
Smeja, who has three years experience in 
the YMCA Youth Action Program in Chi- 
cago was hired.

(City councils and youth commissions in 


the suburban Northwest have been wring- 
ing their hands lately over "what to do 
about the junior high kids." Some officials 
insist there are not enough activities pro- 
vided for this age group and worry about 
the potential for delinquency. Others won- 
der if drugs will prove too attractive. Her- 
ald reporter Joan Klussmann talked to 
droves of public and parochial school ju- 
nior high students and found them very 
vocal, very candid and sometimes surpris- 
ing. Here is the first of two articles she 
has written on "The in Between Years.") 


by JOAN KLUSSMANN 


"If I think a boy is cute today, I most 


likely won't think so tomorrow. My views 
keep changing all the time." 


The speaker, a lovely girl of 12, is a 


member of a generation which describes 
itself as "in between," neither child nor 
adult. 


The energy, exuberance and enthusiasm 


of the in betweens prompts them to talk 
excitedly all at once, inspires junior high 
school teachers and devastates 
substi- 


tutes. 


Their flashes of insight reveal signs of 


maturity to come, and they are quick to 
see the other sides of questions. "Eighth 
graders are top dog at school, we love it." 
But after a thoughtful pause, "On the oth- 
er hand, we will be freshmen in high 
school next year and at the bottom all 
over again." 


THE KIDS ESTIMATE that about 50 


per cent of junior high students 
"go 


steady." Those who don't, say the whole 
idea is silly, but their changing attitudes 
toward the opposite sex show up in vivid 
descriptions of "cool" boys and girls in 
class. 


Those who currently go steady quickly 


explain that the concept "isn't what it 
used to be in our parents' time." They say 
the relationship isn't for keeps, it just 
means that you like somebody. 


The students usually go to dances in 


groups of boys and girls, but once there, a 
boy will ask his girlfriend to dance for the 
evening. One dark-haired boy, active in 


football and wrestling, explained why he 
has a steady girl. 


"THIS MIGHT SOUND silly, but when 


you have a girl friend you work harder. 
When I play football and she's watching, I 
play better. You can show off to a girl — 
other guys will knock you over or make 
you look silly. She will also listen to your 
problems." 


The girls say they like the steady ar- 


rangement because they always get asked 
to dance and it adds to their prestige in 
school. 


For most junior high students, 16 is the 


magic age. "I'll be able to drive and ride 
a motorcycle and I won't have to keep 
asking my mother to take me places." 
One boy, though, wistfully aspired to be 30 
to 40, when you can "just ooze along." His 
description of oozing included no home- 
work, no studying and no pressure. 


As older sisters take jobs or start dat- 


ing, the junior high school girl is in great 
demand for babysitting duties. Most de- 
vote at least one evening a week to the 
work and say they enjoy the job. "It also 
prepares us for taking care of our own 
children some day." 


MANY BOYS BABYSIT too, but caddy- 


ing takes preference during the summer 
months. Adult hypocrisy on the links is 
described frankly, "One lady gives me 50 
cents for moving her ball and not telling 
anyone." 


Earnings are usually split, with one part 


going to savings and the remainder to 
Randhurst stores. 


They like to select their own clothes 


("The dresses my mother likes for me are 
awful,") but realize that for more ex- 
pensive items like coats, parents should 
do the choosing. 


Some boys, as well as girls, complain 


that parents don't know what kids wear 
today. They say mothers buy slacks that 
come up too high at the waist or other 
non-conforming items. As one boy put it, 
"She doesn't realize pants should come 
below the belly button." 


BUT AGAIN demonstrating the ability 


to see two sides of the coin, one girl said, 
"We want to look nice, but clothes aren't 
that important. Some of the best dressed 
kids aren't liked at all because of what 
they are." 


Discussing finances prompts furious pro- 


test against movie houses which charge 
high prices. "We're not allowed to go to 
adult films but we have to pay adult 
prices." The unanimous recommendation 
was that all movies have a special price 
scale for this age group. They pledged to 
go more often if admissions were lowered. 


Attractively dressed in knee socks, bell

stated that he was totally against national 
politics in city government." 


Waldron says his own vote on apart- 


ments has been consistent. 


"Apartments should be accepted as a 


necessary incentive in the acquiring of in- 
dustrial and commercial areas to help our 
tax base." he says. 


Apartments are a major issue in this 


spring's campaign.

During the four years both men were on 


the city council, Waldron says, Miseska 
approved more apartment units than he 
did 


"It was apparent to me and to Mayor 


(John J. > Woods in 1963 that the city could 
not continue to have a low city tax rate on 
a single-family home tax base." 


THE AREA SOUTH of Algonquin Road 


was potentially suitable for industrial and 
commercial development, city officials de- 
cided, but a corridor was needed to reach 
territory where Western Electric and 
Chemplex, two of the city's major in- 
dustries, are now located. 


The connecting link was a farm which 


straddled Route 53, but annexation en- 
tailed acceptance of plans for a complex 
including apartments, a Holiday Inn, of- 
fice, research and commercial 
devel- 


opments. 


"I voted for this project on this basis," 


says Waldron. 


Only the apartments, Ramlin Rose, now 


' renamed Meadow Trace, were built. 


Miseska says it was explained to him 


that "it was going to be there and we had 
better control it." 


Waldron points out the proposed apart- 


ment area was far removed from existing 
single-family homes. 


He uses the same reason to justify his 


vote for the relatively small 156-unit Sugar 
Plum apartments on Kirchoff Road, which 
Miseska also voted for on April 15, 1965, 
after two years on the council. 


WALDRON ADMITS HE worked to get 


a foothold west of Plum Grove Road in 
1965, when there were hundreds of acres 
of open land potentially suitable for single- 
family home development. 


But Waldron was ill during the latter 


stages of the Zale annexation and did not 
vote Dec. 28, 1965, for the 407 apartments 
on 24 acres. Miseska's vote for the proj- 
ect, which also includes homes, is record- 
ed in the council minutes, which Waldron 
researched to document his challenge of 
Miseska's platform. 


A n o t h e r combined industrial, com- 


mercial and apartment development, was 
presented to the council early in 1966. 


"It was necessary to grant zoning for 


the Three Fountain apartments (542 units) 
to get the Holiday Inn, offices and in- 
dustries between Algonquin Road and the 
tollway," Waldron says. "But the apart- 
ments again were on the perimeter of the 
city and away from existing homes." 


Both candidates voted for this project. 


IT WAS WHILE Miseska was interim 


mayor in the summer of 1966 that Kenroy 
Inc. proposed annexation of 54 acres on 
the north side of Algonquin Road for a 
planned development of town houses, 
which Waldron voted for, and Miseska 
signed the ordinance. 


Later, after Miseska was defeated for 


office in 1967, the developers returned to 
the council asking for approval of the 
Georgetown of Willow Bend apartments 
instead of the townhouses, and because of 
a tegal flaw in the original understanding 
(a covenant running with the land pro- 
vides that the project will be a planned 
development, but did not tie construction 
to the tovfnhouse plan), Waldron cast his 
vote for the change "reluctantly." 


"The council should have fought for the 


townhouses," Miseska says.

STRONGER EMPHASIS on permanent 


control methods 
(larvaciding) and a 


deemphasis on temporary control (fog- 
ging) was suggested by the group. 


Leading toward this goal, trustees an- 


nounced five points Wednesday night that 
could bring about more permanent control 
measures. 


The new ideas proposed by trustees in- 


clude: 


— The possible addition of a specific 


drainage crew for year-round efforts. 


— A survey of drainage that's needed 


and a survey of surrounding counties as 
possible mosquito sources. 


— An aerial survey by trustees and staff 


of the district. 


— A field trip by trustees to other dis- 


tricts for comparison. 


— A man-hour report on all phases of 


operations stressing drainage and per- 
manent control efforts. 


THE LAST POINT announced Wednes- 


day night brings a new idea to mosquito 


abatement. 


As a public information service, trustees 


would like to initiate a regular report of 
mosquito population, such as the common 
pollen count on a radio and television sta- 
tion.

WHEN ASKED IF they would like to

Johnson said a large percentage of the

211 would then pay a certain 
annual fee to the parks for use of the 
pools. 


Three of the four proposed pools would 


be attached to the school. Palatine High, 
however, would have a pool just north of 
the east parking lot, separated from the 
building by a driveway. 


JOHNSON SAID Conant should get the 


first pool because of the rapidly-growing 
enrollment at that school and the lack of 
physical education facilities to keep pace 
with the enrollment. 


He also said it would be much wiser to 


include a pool at the new Schaumburg 
High School as it is built. 


In Palatine Township, Fremd is John- 


son's first concern, with Palatine, because 
of the lower enrollment, last on the prior- 
ity list. 


Action on the proposals now rests with 


the park districts in Palatine, for Palatine 
and Fremd, Hoffman Estates for Conant 
and Schaumburg for Schaumburg High 
School. The Schaumburg Park District has 
indicated interest in the pool proposal.

Teichert: Involve Youth 


Youth activities of a recreational nature 


are primarily within the purview of the 
schools and the park district. There are, 
of course, social and community activities 
that can well be sponsored by the village, 
alone or in participation with the schools 
and park district. 


A teen center has been a necessity for 


Mt. Prospect. One only has to talk briefly 
with our youth to realize that the lack of 
evening activities is driving our youth out 
of Mt. Prospect and into other commu- 
nities. A gathering spot of their own is 
what they want and need. Many of our 
youth have stated that vandalism is their 
retaliation for a "town that doesn't care." 


There are other areas in which our 


youth have expressed an interest. One is 
the government itself They want to be 
involved, they want to participate, they 
want genuine communication with their 
government, as citizens, not children. I 
believe a youth council as an advisory 
commission to the village board is one so- 
lution. 


Another area in which our youth have 


expressed dissatisfaction is their inability 
to overcome the community attitude that 
blames all teenagers for the acts of a few. 
They want to offset the "bad press" with 


good projects. They indicate that somehow 
the village government should be able to 
help. 


I see this as a most difficult problem, 


and while I see no simple answer I would 
lend my assistance as mayor in seeking 
some means for giving our youth "good 
press" with positive government coopera- 
tion. 


A last point, and one that intrigues me 


personally, is establishing some program 
whereby our youth and our senior citizens 
could work together. The relationship be- 
tween grandparents and grandchildren 
has always been something special. Each 
has something to give to the other that 
somehow by-passes the parents Commu- 
nication between the old and the young 
could, I believe, prove most beneficial to 
both, and to our community. 


Our youth are present citizens, not 


merely assets for the future. They are 
knowledgeable, interested, and anxious to 
be an integral part of the community. 
They want to contribute and they are look- 
ing to their local government to respond. 
We must answer with genuine respect for 
their ideas, and with overt participation in 
their programs.

Although the elections for local school 


boards are only three weeks away, candi- 
dates who wish to have their names on the 
ballots April 15 may still file petitions for 
office.

He did not file a 
formal candidacy for the office so his 
name will not appear on the ballot.

Most de- 
vote at least one evening a week to the 
work and say they enjoy the job. "It also 
prepares us for taking care of our own 
children some day." 


MANY BOYS BABYSIT too, but caddy- 


ing takes preference during the summer 
months. Adult hypocrisy on the links is 
described frankly, "One lady give, me 50 
cents for moving her ball and not telling 
anyone." 


Earnings are usually split, with one part 


going to savings and the remainder to 
Sandhurst stores.

Teichert: Involve Youth 


Youth activities of a recreational nature 


are primarily within the purview of the 
schools and the park district. There are, 
of course, social and community activities 
that can well be sponsored by the village, 
alone or in participation with the schools 
and park district. 


A teen center has been a necessity for 


Mt. Prospect. One only has to talk briefly 
with our youth to realize that the lack of 
evening activities is driving our youth out 
of Mt. Prospect and into other commu- 
nities. A gathering spot of their own is 
what they want and need. Many of our 
youth have stated that vandalism is their 
retaliation for a "town that doesn't care." 


There are other areas in which our 


youth have expressed an interest. One is 
the government itself. They want to be 
involved, they want to participate, they 
want genuine communication with their 
government, as citizens, not children. I 
believe a youth council as an advisory 
commission to the village board is one so- 
lution. 


Another area in which our youth have 


expressed dissatisfaction is their inability 
to overcome the community attitude that 
blames all teenagers for the acts of a few. 
They want to offset the "bad press" with 


good projects. They indicate that somehow 
the village government should be able to 
help. 


I see this as a most difficult problem, 


and while I see no simple answer I would 
lend my assistance as mayor in seeking 
some means for giving our youth "good 
press" with positive government coopera- 
tion. 


A last point, and one that intrigues me 


personally, is establishing some program 
whereby our youth and our senior citizens 
could work together. The relationship be- 
tween grandparents and 
grandchildren 


has always been something special. Each 
has something to give to the other that 
somehow by-passes the parents. Commu- 
nication between the old and the young 
could, I believe, prove most beneficial to 
both, and to our community. 


Our youth are present citizens, not 


merely assets for the future. They are 
knowledgeable, interested, and anxious to 
be an integral part of the community. 
They want to contribute arid they are look- 
ing to their local government to respond. 
We must answer with genuine respect for 
their ideas, and with overt participation in 
their programs.

Congreve: No Youth Programs 


With respect to the inquiry as to the

Questioning the ability of the Village 


Caucus Party to deal with the problems of 
the people of Arlington Heights, Mrs. Bar- 
bara Vidmar, independent candidate for 
trustee, yesterday demanded that the vil- 
lage pass a law regulating the activity of 
door-to-door solicitors. 


"Many people have called the police and 


been told that nothing can be done unless 
the person wants to swear out a warrant 
for arrest as a private citizen," Mrs. Vid- 
mar said in a position paper yesterday. 


"Our public officials seem indifferent to 


and unaware of a definite problem," she 
said, arguing that most municipalities 
have some form of regulation. "I find that 
Arlington Heights has none," she said. 


Noting that the village has laws to prot- 


tect the resident against nuisances such as 
trash cans on the curb, overnight car 
parking and trucks, trailers and boats 
parked in driveways, Mrs. Vidmar said, 
"The present board of trustees has argued 
to protect the citizen against consequences 
not nearly as serious as this." 


"What about the many people who have 


been intimidated by unwanted, uninvited 
solicitors?" she asks. 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect, Elk 


Grove. Wheeling and Park Ridge all regu- 
late solicitors, Mrs. Vidmar told the Her- 
ald, and Park Ridge and Wheeling forbid 
them entirely. 


"If other villages can pass and enforce 


ordinances prohibiting completely all unin- 
vited salesmen, why can't we?" 


Such an ordinance, she says, would 


more directly benefit the resident than 
"any other ordinance now on the books." 


The Caucus Party platform calls for ac- 


tion on the state legislature on the prob- 
lem, and promises that caucus candidates 
would actively pursue such legislation if 
elected. 


"Buckpassing," snaps Mrs. Vidmar. 


In the same position paper she assails 


the failure of the village board (six of sev- 
en are Caucus nominees) to adopt an 
above-ground swimming pool ordinance. 


"The board has been talking and talking 


about an ordinance for the regulation of 
swimming pools for almost two years," 
charges Mrs. Vidmar. "If nothing is de- 
cided soon, we will go through another 
summer not knowing whether we 
are 


allowed to have a pool in our back yard." 


RESIDENTS WHO DO keep pools, re- 


gardless of current prohibitions, she says, 
are forced to be lawbreakers because of 
the village board's delay. 


Mrs. Vidmar, who has proposed that the 


board create a special committee on vil- 
lage services, would have this committee 
investigate problems relating to regu- 
lations of solicitors and would hasten work 
on the pools ordinance. 


Attacking the Caucus Party's platform 


of better communication with residents, 
Mrs. Vidmar concludes, "I question the 
sincerity of the Caucus Party's dedication 
to working more closely with the people of 
the community when their platform ig- 
nores the need for a better ambulance ser- 
vice, the need for which has already been 
attested to by those who have experienced 
delays; when their platform ignores the 
impending need for immediate action re- 
garding above-ground swimming pools; 
when their platform ignores the desperate 
need for a village medicare 
program 


agreed to in principle by Mr. Walsh. 
(Trustee John Walsh, Caucus candidate 
for village president) and Mr. Palmatier 
(Trustee Frank Palmatier, Caucus candi- 
date for re-election) in January, 1967, and

Some officials 
insist there are not enough activities pro- 
vided for this age group and worry about 
the potential for delinquency. Others won- 
der if drugs will prove too attractive. Her- 
ald reporter Joan Klussmann talked to 
droves of public and parochial school ju- 
nior high students and found them very 
vocal, very candid and sometimes surpris- 
ing. Here is the first of two articles she 
has written on "The in Between Years.") 


by JOAN KLUSSMANN 


"If I think a boy is cute today, I most 


likely won't think so tomorrow. My views 
keep changing all the time." 


The speaker, a lovely girl of 12, is a 


member of a generation which describes 
itself as "in between," neither child nor 
adult. 


The energy, exuberance and enthusiasm 


of the in betweens prompts them to talk 
excitedly all at once, inspires junior high 
school teachers 
and devastates substi- 


tutes. 


Their flashes of insight reveal signs of 


maturity to come, and they are quick to 
see the other sides of questions. "Eighth 
graders are top dog at school, we love it." 
But after a thoughtful pause, "On the oth- 


er hand, we will be freshmen in high 
school next year and at the bottom all 
over again." 


THE KIDS ESTIMATE that about 50 


per cent of junior high students 
"go 


steady." Those who don't, say the whole 
idea is silly, but their changing attitudes 
toward the opposite sex show up in vivid 
descriptions of "cool" boys and girls in 
class. 


Those who currently go steady quickly 


explain that the concept "isn't what it 
used to be in our parents' time." They say 
the relationship isn't for keeps, it just 
means that you like somebody. 


The students usually go to dances in 


groups of boys and girls, but once there, a 
boy will ask his girlfriend to dance for the 
evening. One dark-haired boy, active in 
football and wrestling, explained why he 
has a steady girl. 


"THIS MIGHT SOUND silly, but when 


you have a girl friend you work harder. 
When I play football and she's watching, 1 
play better. You can show off to a girl — 
other guys will knock you over or make 
you look silly. She will also listen to your 
problems." 


The girls say they like the steady ar- 


rangement because they always get asked 
to dance and it adds to their prestige in 
school. 


For most junior high students, 16 is the 


magic age. "I'll be able to drive and ride 
a motorcycle and I won't have to keep 
asking my mother to take me places." 
One boy, though, wistfully aspired to be 30 
to 40, when you can "just ooze along." His 
description of oozing included no home- 
work, no studying and no pressure. 


As older sisters take jobs or start dat- 


ing, the junior high school girl is in great 
demand for babysitting duties. Most de- 
vote at least one evening a week to the 
work and say they enjoy the job. "It also 
prepares us for taking care of our own 
children some day." 


MANY BOYS BABYSIT too, but caddy- 


ing takes preference during the summer 
months. Adult hypocrisy oh the links is 
described frankly, "One lady give- me 50 
cents for moving her ball and not telling 
anyone." 


Earnings are usually split, with one part 


going to savings and the remainder to 
Randhurst stores. 


They like to select their own clothes 


("The dresses my mother likes for me are 
awful,") but realize that for more ex- 
pensive items like coats, parents should 
do the choosing. 


Some boys, as well as girls, complain 


that parents don't know what kids wear 
today. They say mothers buy slacks that 
come up too high at the waist or other 
non-conforming items. As one boy put it, 
"She doesn't realize pants should come 
below the belly button." 


BUT AGAIN demonstrating the ability 


to see two sides of the coin, one girl said, 
"We want to look nice, but clothes aren't 
that important. Some of the best dressed 
kids aren't liked at all because of what 
they are." 


Discussing finances prompts furious pro- 


test against movie houses which charge 
high prices. "We're not allowed to go to 
adult films but we have to pay adult 
prices " The unanimous recommendation 
was that all movies have a special price 
scale for this age group. They pledged to 
go more often if admissions were lowered

would be a "possible answer to one of the 
difficulties of our central business dis- 
trict," listed five advantages to such a 
center. 


SHE STATED THAT federal grants are 


available, an office building in the com- 
plex could be financed by private capital 
or village funds, building rental would off- 
set the cost, the facility would encourage 
use of bus and rail transportation, and the 
downtown location would aid the central 
business district. 


One problem, Mrs. Hanlon said, would 


be obtaining air rights from the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. "It would depend 
on selling the railway the idea that it has 
nothing to lose and possibly much to 
gain." 


In the opinion of polygraph experts, 


Mrs. Jean Hanlon, independent candidate 
for village board, told the truth when she 
charged that Village Caucus candidate 
William Griffin told her on the phone to 
"zero in" on Griffin's fellow caucus candi- 
date Dwight Walton. 


She submitted voluntarily to the test 


from John E. Reid and Associates, a firm 
which gives lie detector tests. A report on 
the tests says, "in the opinion of the ex- 
aminer, based on this subject's polygraph 
records, that she is telling the truth on the 
above listed (four) questions." 


Mrs. Hanlon and Mrs. Barbara Vidmar, 


another independent candidate, charged 
that Griffin called them individually Jan. 
27 and asked them to attack Walton. 


THESE ARE THE questions which Mrs. 


Hanlon answered affirmatively and with 
"no significant emotional disturbance:" 


"Did Griffin tell you in a telephone con- 


versation to zero in on Walton? 


"Did Griffin tell you on the telephone 


that there was no love lost between Wal- 
ton and himself? 


"Did Griffin tell you on the telephone he 


would deny the Jan 27, 1969, conversation 
if you repeated it? 


"Did Griffin tell you Walton haa led the 


attack on your husband during the recom- 
mendation committee?" 


The examiner reported, however, that 


there were "erratic and inconsistent re- 
sponses" on the recording machinery on 
the following question: 


"DID GRIFFIN TELL you on the tele- 


phone that he would attack you indirectly 
after you told him he wouldn't look good if 
he attacked you?" Answer: "Yes." 


The examiner reported he was "unable 


to render a definite opinion as to the sub- 
ject's truthfulness in her answer to the 
above listed question." 


So, the controversy over Griffin's al- 


leged phone call to Hanlon, which fueled 
charges and countercharges about exactly 
what Griffin said, if anything, has begun 
once again. 


Griffin, contacted at dinner time yester- 


day, said he had answered Mrs. Hanlon's 
charges m full and in public. 


"I have no further comment," he said.

justify budget requests for the next bien- 
nium, which begins June 30. 


"This cut," Briggs is quoted as saying, 


"would not involve a reduction in services 
or the discharge of a single employe." 


When informed of the move, State Rep, 


Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, 
said he backs Ogilvie's appointment and 
Briggs' plans for better management. 


"I FIND THE appointment of Briggs as 


acting director very encouraging in assur-
